The great drainage channel has never since 
„ shovel day,“ two years ago, been inspected 
by such a large and intelligent body of men 
as visited it yesterday. The occasion was the 
regular September excursion of the Western 
Society of Engineers, one of the largest and 
most respectable acientific organizations in 
the country, having its location in Chicago 
and its members scattered all over the West. 

The. society has felt a deep and increasing 
interest in the drainage enterprise from its 
inception. But this interest has reached such 
a pitch lately the society has taken up the 
subject for systematic study. Commencing 
with October there will be four strictly tech- 
nical and scientific lectures on the subject de- 
livered before the body, the firet lecture be- 
ing by Assistant Chief Engineer Johnson of 
the Drainage Board on the Hydraulics of 
the Main Channel.” In anticipation of these 
lectures, and in order that they may be 
understood and appreciated, the society 
determined to pay at least two visits 
to the works in a body. The 
tirst of these occurred yesterday, and was de- 
voted, roughly stated, toa few miles of the 
channel at the Chicago end and few miles at 
the Lockport end. The second excursion will 
take place next month and will be devoted to

Observer Gathmann Settles a Moeeted 
Question of the Moon. 

Grass grows on the moon, Louis Gathmann 
says he has seen it with his telescope, but it 
is all burned up now just like the grass 
on the earth.

12 was struck by a peculiar green 
spot on the northwestern edge of the 
satellite’s upper limb. At first he thought 
there was some obstruction in his telescope 
that caused appearance, but when he 
allowed the mdon to pass through the 
whole field of the glass the strange spot 
was still staticnary.

STORM’S WRECKAGE AT WOODSTOCK. 


Trees Are Blown Down and Many Build- 
ines Are Unroofed. 

Woopsrock, III., Sept. 8.—[Special. ]|—This 
little city was visited last night by the most 
severe wind-storm ever known in this county, 
despoiling it of scores of its largest trees and 
playing havoc with church spires and tall 
buiidings. Between 8 and 9 o’clock the storm 
was terrific, the heavens one blaze of fire, and 
the Mr so filled with limbs of trees and flying 
débris that pedestrians sought shelter in the 
nearest building. Just at this time two trains 
arrived at the depot, one from St. Paul and 
the other from Chicago. Four women pas- 
sengers alighted’ from the Chicago train, but 
so great was the commotion and so violent 
the wind only three managed to get across 
the platform into the waiting-room of the 
depot. The other young woman was blown 
from the platform into a pool of water, where 
she was found by the depot agent. 

The storm swept a path through the town 
from the northeast straight through the park 
down Dean street and then off into the coun- 
try, leaying a desolated track from twenty to 
fifty rods wide. Hoy’s block, a three-story 
brick structure, was unroofed early in the 
storm, the tin roof sailing over on the square 
as if it were paper, leaving the rooms below 
which are occupied by the Sentinel printing 
office at the mercy of the rain. Justice of the 
Peace Waite has his office on the second floor 
and it was deluged in ten minutes. The park 
looks as if a battle had been fought by the 
trees. Several are blown down and piles of 
limbs are strewn over the ground, covering 
the fountain and mineral spring house and 
smashing and upsetting the seats. The Joslyn 
block on the east side had about twenty feet 
of its foundation washed out, letting the water 
from the gutter into thé cellars. The Baptist 
Church on the west side of the square, which 
has just been remodeled, had its spire blown 
off as neatly as if cut by a knife. 

But the worst havoc among the trees was 
along Dean street. For a distance of two 
blocks the road and sidewalks were impassa- 
ble, huge trees two and three feet in diameter 
being twisted off and uprooted as if some 
giant had grasped them. The telephone wires 
were broken and tangled up with the branches, 
making it hard to clear away the débris. On 
the street was a nearly completed frame build- 
ing owned by George Bord well and being built 
by him from the timbers of the Illinois State 
Building at Jackson Park. It was blown 
from the foundation. and badly broken 
up, while the adjoining house in which 
Mr. Bordwell lives was turned on its 
foundation. . When the new house blew away 
the family rushed out to see it, when the wind 
pickéd up the oldest boy, a lad of 12, and 
carried ‘him fifty feet from the house. Mr. 
Bord well rushed after him. but so great was 
the force of the wind they could scarcely 
make their way back to the house. An early

The 
country has passed through the most serious 
industrial and financial distress im its history. 
The new tariff does not change materially the 
McKinley law, but we now know what the sit- 
uation isto be for a long time to come, 
There will always be an agitation more or 
less formidable toward free 3fade, but the 
frightful losses in business and investments 
and the unprecedented number of people 
thrown out of employment during the last 
year in Chicago, all of which is charged in 
the public mind to the so-called teriff reform, 
will prevent any great change in the revenue 
system for a generation to come. 

“Confidence is restored, and that means 
everything to us. The industrial energy of 
the 70,000,000 people in the country 
not yet fully developed is ftestiess when 
credit and stability are tncertain.. The 
consuming and purchasing power of 
this homogeneous population makes 
prosperity for every business regardless of 
foreign demands. There is no end of idle 
money which will now seek active employ- 
ment. In less than two years the panic of 
1893.94 will be forgotten. Mines, furnaces, 
mills, and factories will be in full operation ; 
railroads will be conveying profituble traffic, 
and the movement of internal commerce and 
the free circulation of currency or the equiva- 
lent in business and wages will certainly in- 
crease the demand for everything produced 
upon the farm or elsewhere. 

There will be some setbacks, but only 
temporary, and they will be followed by 
greater activity. The ‘next sit years will, 
in my judgment, marka gratifying advance 
in the solid prosperity of the country. Be- 
yond that period it would be rash to predict 
because of the speculative tendencies which 
come with expanding credit. We have

We are now off the tocks and 
away from the breakers, The panic 


was, in a sense, sentimental, and all that 
sentiment will soon be practically expressed 
in unbounded confidence in the future.

EVENT OF NO POLITICAL IMPORTANCE. 


Paris Commentary on the Death of the 
Comte de Paris. 
[SPECIAL CARL® | 

Paris, Sept. 8.— [Copyright, 1894, by 
James Gordon Bennett. —A few years ago 
the death of the Comte de Paris would have 
been u political event of the highest import- 
ance. Today itis only a sad piece of news, 
interesting to everybody in France, but de, 
void of ali present influence oa the destinies 
of the country. This change is due princi- 
pally to the Prince himself, and also the 
Pope. The Comte de Paris was never any- 
thing more than a Bourgeois, both in temper- 
ament and by education, however great a 
nobieman he was by birth. His grandfather, 
King Louis Philippe, was a Bourgeois. The 
grandson, left an orphan by the death of his 
father when he was 4 years of age, was 
brought up by his mother, in obedience to 
her husband’s last wishes, in accordance with 
modern ideas. 
This did not, however, prevent him from 
modifying his signature after the death of the 
Comte de Chambord, who was at the head of 
the French royal family, and abbreviating it 
from Louis Philippe d’Orleans Comte de 
Paris to Philippe Comte de Paris.“ By 
domg this he repudiated the revolutionary 
origin of the monarchy of 1830,. but he did 
not become more royal in his bearing and it 
was certainly only his partisans who drove 
him into assuming the attitude the conse. 
quence of which was his exile from 
France. Before his return to France 
in 1871 the Comte de Paris wrote 
to a friend that he was in no sense of the word 
a pretender, and that he had no objection to a 
republican form of government, There is no 
doubt that he was sincere at the time, and 
such a declaration was more in accordance 
with the bent of his mind and hia character 
than his.act of two years iater, when he made 
his celebrated visit to the Comte de Chambord 
at Frohsdorf, a visit which sealed the fusion 
of the two branches of the royal family of 


France. 
De Chambord Is Resolute. 


He was induced totake this step by the 
Royalist mem ders of the National Assembly, 
who hoped that it would hasten a monarchical 
restoration. But the Comte de Chambord’s 
principles were not to be shaken and he 
would make no concessions, while, as a 
matter of fact, the reconciliation was 
never accepted by the Comtesse de 
Chambord. The Countess made this 
plain at the funeral of her 
husband, when the Comtede Paris was put on 
one side and treated like a stranger, so much 
so that immediately after the interment he 
left abruptly and without returning to take 
leave of the inexorable widow who always 
zaw in him the great-grandson of Phil. 
ippe Egalité, the regicide, and the grandson 
of Louis Philippe, the opportunist, to whom 
the revolution of 1830 gave an opportunity to 
filch the crown of France. Since then the 
monarchical party in France has daily lost 
ground and influence, The Comte de Paris 
committed the great mistake of believing that 
he had reached the position of a pretender to 
the throne. As the Parisians called him in 
the argot of the bovlevard he was only a 
quasi pretender, a pretender in spite of him. 
self. He was hardly ever a royalist and it 
may almost be asserted that real royalists 
are in the minority in the Orleans family. 
Only the Comte de Paris’ two uncles, the 
Duke de Nemours and the Prince de Join- 
ville, can be classed in that category. 
Error That Leads to Exile. 

Under these conditions the Comte de Paris 
could not help but commit faults, and he 
committed a number of them. In 1886 he 
allowed his entourage to organize on the oc. 
casion of the marriage of his daughter, the 
Princess Amelie, to the Duke of Braganza, 
now King of Portugal, such a royalist man- 
ifestation that the republican government 
got Parliament to vote the law éxiling all the 
heads of families that had reigned over 
France. After he had taken. refuge in En. 
land the Comte de Paris was not more skillful, 
In 1889 he was weak enough to enter into an 
alliance with Boulangism, in spiteof the wise 
advice of his trusted political manager, M. 
Bencher, who thereupon refused to any longer 
represent him in France. It was the Pope 
who finally gave the coup de grace to the 
Royalist party by advising the leading Catho- 
lies, who were the principal support of the 
royalists, to accept the republic. Former 
Legitimists, like the Comte de Mun, followed 
the advice of the Holy Father, and the last 
election proved that the monarchy no longer 
had more than a few partisans in Prins.

PROF. VON HELMHOLTZ DEAD. 


Great German Scientist Dies from a Stroke 
of Paralysis. 


Bertin, Sept. 8.—Prof. Herman von Helm- 
holtz died today from the effects of a stroke 
of paralysis. 

[Herman Ludwig Ferdinand Helmholtz, a dis- 
tinguished German physiologist and natural 
philosopher, was the son of a professor in the Gym- 
nasium of Pottsdam, in which town he was 
born, Aug. 31, 1821. After studying medi- 
cine in the military institute at Berlin, and 
being attached for a time to the staff of one of 
the public hospitals there, he teturned to his na- 
tive town as an army ‘surgeon. In 1848 he was 
appointed professor of anatomy in the Acad- 
emy of Fine Arts at Berlin; in 1855 professor 
of - physiology at Konigsberg, whence he 
removed in 1858 to Heidelberg, where he also 
filled the chair of physiology. He was afterwards 
appointed professor of physiology at Berlin. The 
works of Prof. Helmholtz. which are well known 
throughout Europe, have reference princi- 
pally to the physiological conditions of 
the impressions on the senses. Among those 
most deserving of notice are: On the Preserva- 
tion of Forces, 1847: Manual of Physiologiéal 
Optics,” 1856; and “Theory of the Impressions 
of Sound,” 1862. His “Popular Lect- 
ures on Scientific Subjects,” translated into 
English by Dr. E. Atkinson, were published in 
London in 1873, second series, 1881; and his 
work on “Sensations of Tone, as a Physiological 
Basis for the Theory of Music.“ translated from 
the third German edition by ‘the late Mr. Aléxan- 
der J. Ellis, appeared in 1875. Prof. Helmholtz 
has also contributed to scientific journals ac- 
counts of many of his expertments in 
acoustics, optics, and electricity. More 
than 120 scientific papers of his have been 
read before the Royal Society: and Dec. 
1, 1873, the Copley medal of the 
Royal Society of London was awarded to him in 
recognition of his eminent services to science; 
and in 1883 the Grrman Emperor issued a de- 
cree by which he was raised to the status of 
nobility.“ ]

land, except in case of lands where local condi- 
tions necessitate the enlargement of the home 
unit because of the smal! value of the crops pro- 
duced, The money received from such sources 
to be reserved for the purpose of discharging ob- 
ligations incurred inthe work of reclamation. 
Tuis recommendation is independent of the Care 
law and is not intended to conflict with or mod- 
ify that law. , ‘ ; 

5. That when any State shall have reclaimed 
land under the pian provided in 5 it shall 
form. irriga divisions according to hydro- 
graphic conditions and when a sufficient number 
of settlers have actually located upon the land 
within such division, the State shall conditional- 
ly turn over local admin istration to the au- 
thorities of sai water division. 


For State and National Control. 


6. That if any State can avail itself of the pro- 
visions it shall have a legally constituted State 
Irrigation Depastment. That there shall be ap- 
pointed a Nationa! Irrigation Commission vested 
with the administrating of government pastoral 
and forest lands, of suc irrigation works 
as may undertaken under Federal au- 
thority, and empowered to consider 
and authorize general pians of reclamation sub- 
mitted by th <p Department of any 
State. The Natlénal rrigation Commission shall 
also te charged with the work of making an im- 
mediate investigation of the problem of inter- 
State streams, and revort to Congress of the 
United States as early as possible the measure 
providing a means for the s y and final ad- 
. judicauon of the questions between States and a 
pian for the division of streams on a basis of jus- 
tice and equity. 

7. That the several Territories be included in 
provisions of the Carey law. 

8. That an international commission be con 
Stituted, composed of the representatives of the 
United States. Canada, and Mexico, whose pur- 
pose it shall be to * brine gy examine into and 
arbitrate ees arisi tween said nations 
because of the waters of the rivers partly in each 
of the countries or serving as a boundary between 
two, and to settle upon a basis and method for 
the equitable division of the waters of such 
streams when used for irrigation. 

9. That sufficient appropriations be secured 
for carrying on the work of gauging streams, se- 
lecting and segregating reservoir sites, and for 

rosecuting surveys to determine the locating of 
— susceptible of reclamation, and such other 
work in the line of investigation and experiment 
as may be legitimately undertaken, such appro- 
priations to be expended under the direction of 
the National Irrigation Commission. 

10. That the reservoir sites heretofore ro- 
served by the government may become necessary 
for the use of the States under the operations of 
the Carey law. shall be released and made avail- 
able upon application therefor by States or Ter- 
ritories. 

The minority report favors the cession of 
arid lands to the State within whose territory 
it lies, and provides for conditions on which 
such cessions shail be made. 

Eidwood Mead of Wyoming, President of 
the congress spoke in favor of the majority 
report, which advocates the reclamation of 
arid lands under government control, Hall of 
California advocating the minority report. 
He was opposed to the Federal Government 
having anythimg to say about the reclamation 
of arid lands, except to control and distribute 
the watérs of inter-State and international 


streams. 


The Platform Adopted. 


The resolutions were amended and changed 
and unanimously adopted as follows: 

The National Executive committee of the Irri- 
gation Congress is hereby instructed to prepare 
a series of bilis for presentation to the Congress 
of the United States embodying the following 
propositions: 

1. Repeal the desert land law.

State authorities. 

3. That there shall be a national irrigation com- 
mission vested with the supervision of such irri- 
gation works as max be constructed by the Fed- 
eral Government. The National Irrigation Com- 
mission shall also be charged with the work of 
making an immediate investigation of the prob- 
lem of inter-State streams and to report to the 
Congress of the United States as early as possi- 
ble a measure providing a means for the speedy 
and final adjudication of questions between 
States and a plan for the division of streams on 
a basis of justice and equity. 

4. That thé several Territories be included in 
the provisions of the Carey law and any other 
— asked for to be provided for in these resolu- 

ons. 

5. That sufficient appropriation be secured from 
the General Government forearrying on the work 
of securing waters applicable to the reclamation 


veys necessary to determine the location of lands 
susceptible of irrigation and the selection and 
segregation of reservoir sites. 

6. That reservoir sites heretofore reserved b 
the government shall be released and made avail- 
me pon application therefor by States and Ter- 
ritories. 


For an International Agreement. 


The following was, adopted as a part of 
the report, but not referred to the National 
Executive committee: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this congress 
that the President of the United States immedi- 
ately take stich steps looking to the appointment 
of international commissions composed of ropro- 
sentatives of the United States and Canada and 
of the United States and Mexico, whose duties it 
shall be to thoroughly examine into and deter- 
mine questions arising between said nations be- 
cause of the waters“ of rivers partly in each of 
the countries or serving asa boundary line be- 
tween the two and sette upon a basis and method 
for the equitable division and use of the waters 
of such streams when required for irrigation.

SENDS NEWS FROM MIDUCEAN. 


Hardy Capt. Adolph Freitach Writes His 
Wife of His Perilous Trip. 
Mriuwavuxeg, Wis., Sept. 8.—[Special.]— 

The wife of Capt. Adolph Freitsch of the 
Sharpie Nina, which left New York for 
Queenstown Aug. 5, has received a letter from 
her hardy husband. The letter was, written 
Aug 19 in midocean, and was brought in by 
the steamer Menontis. It proves the report 
which was brought in by the steamer Scandia 
that the Nina was lost off Sable Island is 
false, and the Nina must now be nearing 
Queenstown. The letter is as follows: 

As I am now over half way across the ocean [ 
will write a few lines in order that I may be pre- 

ared if I should meet an east-bound steamer. I 
nave now been ninéteen days upon the voyage 
and up to this time have had good health. On 
the 14th of August I had to go through a heavy 
storm, which broke the rudder, but as soon as 
the sea was calm again 1 let myseif out over the 
boat’s side and repaired it as well as I could. 
bored a hole in the under edge of the rudder un- 
der the wafer and fastened a rope through. I 
fastened the ropes an the deck one on each side of 
the boat. Since then I have governed the boat in 
this manner and have left over a thousand 
miles behind me. Therefore there is no more 
danger from this source. I have had in the mean- 
time also uncomfortable weather and high seas 
but no more such heavy storms as on the 14th o 
the month. Most of the time I have had strong 
winds to deal with, so that I have had continu- 
ally to attend to the sails and to reef them, and 
with the cooking, sleeping, directing of 
the boat, the nautical calculations, and 
the like the time has flown by. Ou 
an average I meet a ship every five days, though 
I hope to meget ships more frequently when I get 
into more northerly waters. ive days after my 
departure I forgot to wind my chronometer, and 
since then I have been in constant uncertainty 
about my reckoning. I am in hopes during the 
next few days of meeting a steamer which can 
set me right. In the hope soon to be able to com- 
municate further with you from Queenstown.

LEOPOLD ROEDER FATALLY SHOOTS 
OLAUDE L WALLER 


Two Young Lawyers Become Involved in 
® Quarrel! While Trying to Arrange the 
Affairs of a Client and One of Them 
Uses a Revolver=The Dispute Arises 
Over a Paltry Sum of Money<The Vic- 
tim Says His Assailant “Shot to Kill” 
Roeder Says It Was Accidental. 


In a moment of rage Leopold Roeder, a 
young lawyer, shot Claude L. Waller, a fellow 
member of the bar, at 1:30 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon, It was the result of a quarrel over 
the paltry sum of $8.75. 

Roeder is chief clerk in the law office of 
Brand & Hoffman, No. 125 Clark street. 
Waller is a member of the law. firm of Patter- 
son & Waller in the Ashland Block. It was 
in the offices of Brand & Hoffman that the 
shooting occurred. Roeder was arrested a 
few moments after the shooting and his victim 
was removed to a hospital, where the physi- 
cians said the injury was fatal. 

In company with Mrs. Cartharine Press, a 
client, and her husband, Waller left his office 
at 1 o’clock to arrange a settlement regard- 
ing some money placed in Roeder’s hands to 
be loaned by Mr. Press, It is claimed that 
Mr. Press had transferred his title to this 
money to Mrs. Press and that she wished to 
place it in the hands of her attorney. A part 
of this money, it issaid, was givento Mrs. 
Press prior to yesterday and it was to com- 
plete the transaction that she and Waller went 
to see Roeder. When they arrived at the ot- 
tice Roeder and Oscar Miller, another law 
A discussion arose as to 
how much money was due Mrs. Press. 
Roeder, it is said, offered her $8.75 and asked 
her to sign a receipt for payment “in full.” 
Waller, who isa large man, reached over the 
desk and pushed the receipt away from Mrs. 
Press and told her not to sign it. 

manner in which he did this was not 
calculated to soothe the feelings of er, 
who had grown angry in the discussion as to 
the amount due Mrs. Press. Loud and angry 
words were exchanged in which Roeder is 
said to have cur Waller. The latter was 
cool and in a taunt way picked up the 
noney that Roeder d laid out for Mrs. 
ress. Roeder demanded the money be re- 
ä — Waller coolly banded it to Mrs, 
ress 


„I'll not be bluffed by you any more,“ 
shou er, who by this time was in a 
violent passion. Get out of this office! Get 
out of this office! I tell you.“ As he said this 
he pushed himself back from the des Wal- 
ler stood still laughed sneeringly at bis 
enraged opponént. This was too much for 
the latter. He hastily opened the left-hand 
drawer of hia desk and drew from it a large 
old-fashioned revolver. Taking two or three 
steps backwards Roeder raised the weapon 
with his left hand and fired. When the smoke 
cleared away Waller was seated in a chair. 
Mrs. Press had fled. 


“He Shot to Kill.” 


Justice Foster, who was holding court 
down-stairs, came up and talked with the 
wounded man. Waller said that he had been 
shot by Roeder, and added, He shot to 
kill.“ A few minutes later the police ambu- 
lance arrived, and at Waller’s request he was 
taken to the Chicago Polyclinic Hospital. He 


also dictated a teiegram to his father at 


Charles City, Ia., requesting him to come on 
at once. He said that er was eight feet 
from him when he shot. The wound in the 
groin was small and bled little. 

In the meantime Roeder had been arrested 
by Constables Lainey and Gibson of Justice 
Foster’s court. Detectives basky ana Stark 
of, the Central Station arrived later, and the 
prisoner was tuken to the Centrai Station and 
locked up. On the way to the station he told 
the detectives that the shooting was acci- 
dental, the revolver discharging when he 
opened the drawer in which it was kept. 

Soon after Roeder was locked up ut the 
Central Station word came from the hospital 
that Waller’s condition was growing worse, 
and arrangements were made to secure an 
ante-mortem statement. Detectives Welbas- 
ky and Stark, with the prisoner and a stenog- 
rapher, went to the hospital to talk with the 
wounded man. 


Walier’s Version of It. 


When asked to tell his. story of the affair 
Waller, then at the hospital, said: At 12:45 
o’clock this afternoon I went to the office of 
Leo Roeder at No. 125 Clark street in com- 
pany with Mrs. Catherine M. Press and her 
husband. I said to Roeder: ‘I’m here to 
transact some business for Mr. and Mrs. 
Press.’ Rocder said he wouldn’t talk to me, 
but if Mr, Press had any business with the of- 
tice he would talk to him. Press then said he 
had turned over his legal business to me. Mr. 
Press then staried to leave the room. I told 
him to make a demand on Roeder for his 
money and property, which he did. Roeder 
became angry at this. He said to Press: ‘I 
will give you all the money I have now. He 
stepped outside, to get some change, he said. 
When he came back he placed $875 on the 
top of the desk and sat down in front of the 
desk. I stepped forward and laid my hand 
on the money and pushed it toward Mrs. 
Press. Roeder called me a vile name and 
said: Lou big stiff, take your hand off that 
money.’ I did so. Then er said, apply - 
ing another vile name to me: I'll fix you 
anyhow.’ Hejumped up with a revolver in 
his hand which he took from a drawer in the 
desk, I think, and shot me. Mr. Waller 
said Roeder had money belonging to Mr. and 
Mrs. Press and they wanted it. 


Who the Principals Are, 


Claude L. Waller, the victim, is 80 years 
of age and has been pravticing law in this city 
for three years. His home is at Charles 
City, Ia. this city he lived with his aunt, 
Mrs. Josie Waller, No. 4355 St. Lawrence 
avenue. He graduated from the Kent Law 
School in this city. A partership was formed 
with J. L. Patterson and offices of the firm 
are now at No. 1415 Ashland Block. Mr. 
Waller’s father is Nelson Waller. He is un- 
married. 

Leo Roeder, the prisoner,is 24 years old 
and lives with his parents at No. 1019 West 
Twelfth street. He is a graduate of the Chi- 
cago College of Law of the class of 1892 and 
has been since that time a student and col- 
lector in the office of Brandt & Hoffman. He 
is smooth faced, of slight build, and rather 
good looking. Telegrams received from Mr. 

aller’s father and Mr. Patterson, his part- 
ner, who is also at Charles City, stated that 
they would arrive in this city this morning 
and care for the wounded man. 

Waller’s condition was unchanged at 2 
clock this morning.

Demand for Shorter Hours. 

The congress, of course, is all for eight 
hours as the limit for daily work, or forty- 
eight hours per week, and it does not stick at 
trifies, By a vote of 256 to 5 it passed a 
resolution in favor of a law limiting the hours 
of labor to forty-eight per week in bake- 
houses, with an amendment adding: All 
other trades and occupations,’’ but including 
miners who wish never to work more than 
eight hours a day nor more than three days a 
week, It passed a resolution that it 
ought to be a penal offense 
for an employer to bring extra labor into any 
district where the supply is sufficient. This 
was explained as meaning “ biackleg,” in 
other words non-union labor, and passed. 
The congress turned out the reporter of the 
Scotsman because that paper is non-unionist. 
It voted that only trade union wages should 
be allowed in government factories. It re- 
solved that trade unions should not be lia die 
to be sued in courts of law for the enforce- 
ment of their agreements or for the acts o 
their members. Labor is to make and itd- 
minister its own laws. If, said the mover, 
trade unions are to be subject to the courts 
there will scarcely be one union left. The 
congress has, in fact, put a plain alternative 
before the country —eitber no trade unions or 
all trade unions above the la w. 


Gladstone's Gift to the Irish. 


The Freeman’s Journal of last Saturday 
published a letter from Lord Tweedmouth to 
Justin McCarthy, inclosing a check for £100 
from Mr. Gladstone for the Irish parliament- 
ary fund, together with one of like amount 
for himself. Instantly the Dublin Evening 
Herald, a Parnellite organ, declared it the 
price of treachery to Ireland. That was the 
signal for a controversy, which has raged ever 
since, in which nearly every prominent mem- 
ber of the Irish Nationalist party has 
hed a share. English Radical jour- 
nals joined in reluctantly and feeb- 
ly, evidently thinking least said soon- 
est mended, Unionist journals, the Times 
at the head, recalled triumphantly the scene 
in the House of Commons when the Irish 
fiercely resented Lord Wolmer’s description 
of them in the House itself as mercenary, 
and wheu the Times, for repeating Lord Wol- 
mer's assertion, was solemnly adjudged guil- 
ty of a gross and scandalous breach of the 
privileges of the House. Mr. Sexton then 
said, “Neither to the government of this

Dillon present. Mr. O'Connor presided, and 
appealed for British support, and the resolu- 
tion adopted invited contributions from Brit- 
ish friends.

There the matter stands, but the commotion 
in the Irish ranks amounts to consternation.

Chamberlain on the Lords. 


Mr. Chamberlain's speech at Liverpool 
Wednesday contains at least one passage 
which perplexes his opponents. He has often 
been taunted with having changed front 
toward the House of Lords. He answers: 
„Let there be no mistake. In times past the 
House of Lords have occasionally set them- 
selves against the opinion of the people. 
When they have done that they have never 
found in me a defender. They may do it 
again, and if they do I shall denounce them 
as strenuously as before.” What per- 
plexes Mr. Chamberlain’s radical critics is 
his steadfast adherence to a principle. The 
principle is that the will of the people ought 


to prevail, If the House of Lords 
resists it he attacks it, if the same 
House asserts the will of the 


people, he defends it in that action. If the 
Lords bave misinterpreted the will of the 
people, let the people decide between them 
and the House of Commons. That has been 
Mr. Chamberlain’s position from the begin- 
ning of this controversy, but they who assail 
him bave never been willing that the people, 
the nation, should have an opportunity of de- 
ciling. They refuse to give them that oppor- 
tunity. Ministries will not dissolve; they will 
not appeal to the country. They are not 
bound to, but until they do they are not en- 
titled to say that the House of Lords, though 
not elective, does not represent the real views 
of the country an those matters respecting 
which it is reproacued, Such is Mr. Cham- 
berlain’s position, and it is a difficult one to 
attack with success.

Transatiantic Mall Controversy. 


The American liner New York, which 
left New York last Wednesday week, arrived 
at Southampton Wednesday morning at 7 
o’clock, and delivered its mail in London by 
10 o’clock. This feat, of course, revives the 
great controversy between Southampton and 
Queenstown, on which no impartial state- 
ment has yet been made, A more important, 
or at least a more pressing, question is the 
wanton squandering of the mail-carrying 
power by the various Atlantic companies. 
For example, the Campania, which sails to- 
day, will deliver its mail in New York next 
Saturday. No fast ship leaves England for 
New York till the following Friday. The 
Tuesday and Wednesday mails go by slow 
ships, and New York will probably be with- 
out a European mail for five, perhaps six, 
days. It reste with the companies whether 
this state of things shall continue. 


Testimonial to Thomas Carlyle. 


American admirers of Carlyle ha vo now an 
opportunity of testifying to the faith which is 
in them. A fresh proposal is made to buy 
the house in which he lived in Cheyne Row, 
Chelsea, and $20,000 is wanted. The own- 
ers are willing to sell. This sum will cover 
the purchase money, repairs, and incidental 
expenses, and provide a small fund to keep 
the house in order. These facts appear from 
an interesting letter in the Standard, which 
editorially throws cold water on the proposal 
because Carlyle’s memory is now under a 
cloud and because his teachings and methods 
were not to the taste of this editorial writer. 
Those are matters of opinion, and the expres. 
sion of them in discouragement of this effort 
is ungracious. The appeal is to the admirers 
of Carlyle, not to those who disliked or mis. 
understood him. To Americans specifically 
no appeal is made, but I do not imagine that 
American money would be rejected or super- 
fluous. The house is now in a condition of 
negtect. It may be sold to pull down; it will 
probably be sold soon, Carlyle lived there 
forty-seven years. The Carlyle Society has 
put a memorial tablet on the wall, but has no 
money to make the house itself a 
memorial. None of Carlyle’s more famous 
friends seemed disposed to move in the mat. 
ter. The less famous have the field to them. 
selves, The English nation, says Mr. Miller 
of Manchester, who writes t letter, seems 
indifferent about Carlyle, who, whatever else 
he may have been, was beyond dispute one of 
the greatest English writers and for two gen- 
erations a great influence. If the English 
nation deserves this reproach of indifference 
it remains to be seen whether the American 
Nation, having profited certainly not less and 
probably more than the English by Carlyle’s 
teaching, is also indifferent, G. W. 8.

Passing of the Comte De Paris. 


Eight days elapsed after the Comte de Paris 
partook of the last sacrament before he expired. 
His long, spindling frame, with its quite Lin- 
colnesque gauntness, gave an impression of 
fragility, but it seems to huve concealed truly 
remarkable strength. People recall now that 
the Orleans family has always been of the 
toughest physical fiber, Three uncles and an 
aunt of the dead -man are now 
present at Stowe House, Among them they 
make an aggregate of 305 years and an aver- 
age of over 76, They all arecha bitually engaged 
in occupations of middle-aged persons and 
would laugh at the idea that they are old >eo- 
ple. The sad prolongation of the deathbed 
scene has afforded opportunity to a number 
of connections in distant parts to reach En- 
gland, with the result that now over a score of 
members of the Orleanist house are gathered 
under one roof with about the same 
number of the more intimate promi- 
nent nobles faithful to the dynasty. 
If this conclave be responsible for the public

Tsin advices by the Empress of China have a 
translation of a recently issued circular note 
addressed to the Ministers of the vari- 
ous countries by the Chinese Imperial 
Office for communication to their respective 
governments. The Chinese version of the Co- 
ream trouble is given in detail, commencing 
with the rebellion in Corea. The statement 
proceeds: To our astonishment Japan also 
dispatched troops to Corea, pretending that 
it was for the purpose of assisting to 
quelli the rebellion, their real object 

to occupy Seoul, which 
they did, depositing themselves at 
all important passes. They con- 
tinued to reinforce themselves until theis 
number rose to upwards of 10,000 men, and 
then demanded that Corea should repudiate 
its allegiance to China and declare itself inde- 
pendent. Japan further drew up a great 
number of rules and regulations for the 
alteration of the government of Corea, which 
they required the Kmg to conform to in 
every particular.“ 

The circular goes on to say that China, out 
of consideration of the commendabie efforts 
of the powers to effect a peaceable solution of 
the difficulties, had abstained from blood- 
shed, and then concluded: ** Notwithstanding 
ail this and by the most unexpected and 
treacherous systems, the Japanese on the 
23d of the sixth month (July 25) collected a 
number of their vessels of war outside 
the point of Yashet and commenced.

There is great difference among trades 
uniens as to the benefits they allow to their 
members, The special friendly benefit most 
generally paid by such association: is for 
funerals, which is a feature in the relief work 
of 317 ofthe societies dealt with. Dispute 
benefit, one of the commonestof the at- 
tributes of trade organizations, was paid by 
308 societies, and from this it would appear 
that, even during sucha year as 1892, there 
were many trade unions which made no grant 
in that respect. The amount actually paid 
under that head, @owever, reached the 
heavy aggregate of £467,291. Out of 
work benefit was paid to the amount of 
£386,973 by 293 societies having a mem- 


- bership of 745,648, the amount per head on 


total membership working out at about 10s 
4'¢d. Seventy-four societies, with a mem- 
bership of 433,004, paid superannuation ben- 
efit to aged members to the amount of £106,- 
552. Itisimportant to note that working 
and other miscellaneous expenses for 590 so- 
cieties total up to £347,723, which is a little 
less than one-fifth of the total outlay.

Brilliant Women Writers. 


In those early days, when the professional 
writer was so small a factor in production, 
probably the writers were sufficiently numer- 
ous for the readers. The ordinary journalist 
woman gave her time to fashion magazines. 
The exceptional women, of which there were 
thrée brilliant examples, contributed to the 
best leading journals of the day able reviews 
of scientific, philosophical, and.literary books, 
with essays on what was now known. as so- 
ciology. Two of these, Mra. No and 
Miss Harriet Martineau, had laid ‘aside 
their pens forever; but the third. Miss 
Frances Power Cobbe, still lived, and 
she claimed her as one of their nonorary and 
most honored members. [Cheers.] So re. 
cently asin 1882, when there were 2,137 
newspapersin the United Kingdom, fifty of 
which were denominational. the organs of 
different religious bodies, and nine-two for 

oung people, theré were but forty-two for 

dies, exclusive of trade jourtials. Six of 
these were high class, treating of many topics 
interesting to and beneficial for women, only 
making fashion an incidental feature; while 
of the thirty-six remaining, modes and do- 
mestic management were the great themes 
and fiction and miscellaneous topics were 
only introduced as padding. 

Ladies’ papers, and the interest they served, 
had become a great social and economic 
power. In no country of the world was this 
so fuily understood as in Eogland. For the 
woinan journalist the fact ought, to be placed 
on record that English manufacturers and pro- 
prietors of journals were building up large 
fortunes by her labors, yet she had no’share 
of the profits. Codperation was confined to 
the labor itself, not to its results. The wom- 
an’s wage was often far removed from being 
a living wage. Rarely had shea margin that 
allowed for preparation for old age. Many 
women had uged and invalid relatives depend- 
ent on them, and some were widows bravely 
doing their best for their little children. For 
the woman journalist the eight hours’ day 
had yet to dawn.

hundred and ninety-three societies had, at the 
ciose of the year, funds amounting in the ag- 
gregate to 41.844.174. 

In the case of the 381 societies of which 
full returns for both 1891 and 1892 have 
been obtained it appears that there has been a 
net increase in members during 1892 of 32,- 
161, or a little over 3 per cent, which is nota 
very large gain. While the income of these 
381 societies was in 1891 £1.363,489, it had 
risen in 1892 to 41,600, 175. The expiana- 
tion given of this increase is the raising of the 
rate of subscription or voting special levies, 
resorted toin a year of moderate trade by 
the trade societies in order to keep 
up the funds to a minimum prescribed 
by the rules, or to provide money for 
especial emergencies. In 1891 these 381 
societies expended £1,151,286, but in 1892 
they were called upon to disburse 41.657. 
180, alfincrease of nearly 44 per cent. The 
accumulated funds left in possession of these 
unions at the end of the year amounted to 
£1,695,778. the bulk of which is deposited 
with the postoffice and other savings banks. 
Some is invested in government railways. 
municipal, or other stock, some in the shares 
of industrial companies, some in house and 
other kinds of properties, while a consider- 
able floating balance remains in hand for cur- 
reut expenditure, 

Lessons from a Smallpox Outbreak. 

Dr. A. Wynter Blyth, Medical Officer of 
Health of Marylebone, in a reportto the lo- 
cal vestry. issued yesterday, refers to his pre- 
vious report detailmg the chief features of 
what he describes as the remarkable out- 
burst of smalipox”’ in Portland Tewn, St. 
John's- wood. The lessons which the doctor 
has gathered from the history of the 
outbreak are, he states, these : 
The extreme danger to the community of 
the retention of a case of smalipox in a piace 
of business. The absolute powerlesaness of a 
local authority to deal with such a cage under 
circumstances when the patient is too ill to | 
be removed. For such cases no statutory 
provision exists. The efficacy of vaccination, 
and especially of revaccination. —

Meney Continues Easy. 


Much the most important factor in the 
market just now is the continued ease of 
money. Over in London funds are piled up 
to an extent where the borrower is absolute 
dictator. It is almost the same here. Cash 
is a drug in the market. Nothing is so cheap 
as ready money. This of course encourages 
bull manipulation. When people can buy 
stocks and pay for them with money taken 
over at 2 or 3 per cent they are likely to make 
ventures which in a normal money market 
they would be shy of. Under these circum- 
stances it can be expected that conspicuous 
traders on the Stock Exchange will go in and 
lift things. They have been doing this for the 
last three or iour weeks. Nearly every one 
of the adroit makers of quotations are on the 
bull side. All this is helpful to people who 
are long of stocks. 

It is indisputabie that the sentiment of the 
street is bullish. From every quarter come 
reports of improvement, present and 
prospective—especiaily prospective. The 
dry goods district is particulariy effervescent 
with announcements that prosperity is going 
to crowd on us. We are informed by 
statisticians galore that the records of dry 
goods traffic so far this month are away be- 
yond anything in the history of trade. Asa 
matter of fact these assertions are for the 
most part wild exaggerations, but none the 
less they are having an eifect in Wall street. 
Brokers and speculators listen to them, act 
on them, and make market prices out of 
them. All this is in favor of the bull side, 


prevailing, while the majority of Russians, 
Swedes, Norwegians, Italians, Austrians, and 
Hungarians belong to the lower classes. This 
view is also supported by the fact that the con- 
victions for theft and baser crimes ere incom- 
parably larger in thie latter group of national- 
ities than in the former.

Inetead of 
handling individual cases of foreign intrusion 
his diplomatic abilities were pitted against 
foreign governments whose ships were 
anchored off the coast. From a life of leisure 
and the pursuits of literature, the scholar was 
transformed into the vigorous man of action 
and director of public affairs. No longer an 
observer, but the arbiter of fate in the land, 
he adopted stringent measures. The anti- 
foreign party was supported, while the cru- 
sade against foreign religions was renewed 
with a relentless e was not alone, 
but was forced by the ruling faction who 
spurned him on to the destruction of enemies;

These 
were disquieting years in connection with for- 
eign affairs, a transition period preceding the 
opening of the country caused almost entirely 
by the passing events in the outside world. 

Unfortunate Experiences with French. 


It should be borne in mind that the policy

The highhanded course of the mere re- 
gent was not satisfactory to factions that might 
come into power, advocates of the opinion al- 
ways so popular throughout the political 
world, of the benefits to be derived by a 
change in the government. The King had 
reached his majority in 1878 and, the regency 
ended, A new faction of the ruling party 
now directed the contro! of affairs. The in- 
fluence of the Tai-Won-Kun was temporarily 
obscured, yet he was a prominent factor. 


King Takes the Reins. 


The policy of the new government was 
more favorable to foreigners from many ex- 
traneous causes. The ideas of the young 
King, shared by his able Queen, were de- 
cededly progressive. The pathway was not a 
bed of roses, but strewn with the thorns and 
brambles of prejudices, ignorance, and big- 
otry. and alive u th bitter feuds and struggles 
of inclinns: The acknowledged leader of one 
of these factions was the crafty and plotting 
Tai-Won-Kun, while his ＋ still largely 
predominated throughout the kingdom. TVO 
years after the King’s ascendency an- 
other unfortunate affair happened in ‘he 
firing upon some Japanese =mari- 
ners seeking shore for a supply of fresh wa- 
ter. The officials 8 tor this act 
were severely punish by the King, and 
the following year, 1876, in the visit of rati- 
fication made by the Japanese fleet under 
Gen. Kuroda, an unexpected event took place 
in the making of the first modern treaty be- 
tween Japan and Corea, by which three ports 
were to be opened and certain privileges 
granted. Although the times were more pro- 
pitious, this result was achieved by the great 
diplomatic skill of the Japanese and by a 
timely indorsement by the Chinese, in strik- 
ing contrast to the oungling efforts of former 
expeditions. This treaty was experimental 
on the part of the Coreans and a subsequent 
source of great trouble and antagonism, aris- 
ing from the opposition of the anti-foreign 

rties. In consequence six years elapsed be- 
ore the American and European powers were 
able to gain a foothoid. During these years 
the moe but directing hand of the wily 
Tai-Won-Kun is apparent, showing his astute- 
rofound knowledge of the political 
4 opinions prevailing throughout the

ki om. Shorn of responsible authority, 

et his influence was a potent factor, control- 
f the subcurrents which flowed at the foot 
— around the throne. His hostiiity to the 
Queen’s party and Min family was especially 
marked, and the feeling is said to have been 
reciprocated. 

The year 1882, signalized by the making 
of treaties with the Western Barbarians, the 
first, that with America, followed by Euro- 
78 wers, was eventful in the life of Tai- 

1 The rage and chagrin of the anti- 
foreign parties were at a white heat, and ac- 
cording to the soothsayers and learned men 
inevitable ruin threatened the country. Asif 
in fulfillment of the predictions, during the 
summer of the year a great drought dried up 
the land, the granaries were empty, and the 
people suffered from hunger. The presence 
of Japanese, despite their good behavior, 
seemed only to remind the natives of the past 
and to revive the traditional hatred. An in- 
surrection, if not fostered and incited, cer- 
tainly taken advantage of by the Tai-Won- 
Kun, broke out among the poople and sol- 
diery, increasing from small numbers to 
thousands. Ministers of State were killed, 
and an attempt was made to capture the King. 
The Japanese legation was attacked and sev- 
eral members were slain, the remainder, only 
after great peril and hardships, escaping to 
the seashore, whence they fled the country in 
an open boat. 

The Tai-Won-Kun stepped to the front and 
assumed control of affairs. Inthe midst of 
the troubles, to gratify his thirst for revenge, 
as a friend he advised the King to make way 
with the Queen, his bitter enemy, so the story 
runs, in order to satisfy the rebels. The King 
nominally consented and the Queen was re- 
ported asdead, and a magniticent funeral 
was ordered, The preparations were consid- 
erably interrupted by the reappearance of 
Hanabusu, the Japarese Minister, accompa- 
nied by a large military escort, who demanded 
immediate indemnification and redress with 
further treaty concessions for the attack on 
the legation and the Japanese killed. He was 
graciously received by his Majesty the King, 
who granted a!l demands. The Tai-Won-Kun 
himself expressed deep regrets for the out- 
rages perpetrated by the mob beyond the con- 
trol of the government, promised that the 
Japanese would receive honorable burial, and 
said that he had experienced a change of 
heart and was now favorable to foreign Inter- 
course, 


The Tat- Won- Kut in Exiie. 


Vexatious and suspicious delays in negotia- 
tions ensued and Hanabusa, in disguise, left 
the capital, but was overtaken by the Royal 
Commissioners and inducéd to return on the 
assurance that the necessary documents 
would at once be signed. Meanwhile the 
Chinese commander, with 8,000 troops on 
shore, marched to Seoul, and by his presence 
influenced, if he did not regulate, matters. 
The Tai-Won-Kun was inveigied on board a 
Chinese man-of-war, which departed with his 
august person to China. There he was tried 
by Chinese officials, condemned, and ordered 
to exile himself from Corea; subject to com- 
mands. By this move China conveyed to 
Corea the distinet understanding that she re- 
garded Corea as a dependent or subordinate 
part of the government at Pekin. Three ycars 
and more the exile meditated in the 
Flowery Kingdom upon the changes of fort- 
une, when he was perinitted to return to his 
country, probably iil-disposed towards China, 
as after events indicate. A repentant sinner, 
old and in feeble health, he proposed to pass 
the remainder of his days in quiet and ob. 
9 He was restored to his home and 
worldly pessessions befitting the father of 4 
King, and livedin retirement. Such a char- 
acter as he, though, could not exist unnoticed, 
for social relations and political surroundings 
made it impossible. He had a host of a fol. 
lowing, and by his confréres was greatly be- 
loved. He was the most distinguished person- 
age in the realm, possessed of marked ability 
and exceptional strength of character. On 
the other hand, he was feared and hated to 
such an extent that it was dangerous for him 
to go about with freedom while the Min 
eng d was paramount.

The Illinois Grand Army men will meet at 
the Grand Pacific at 10 o’clock this morning. 
One train-load will go from the Pennsylvania 
Depot at 3:15 o’clock. The train will be a 
special, leaving just ahead of the regular 
train. Commander-in-Chief McDoweil of the 
Department of Illinois will be in command 
of tne party on this train. Among 
those who will go with him are E. A. 
Keeler, Senior Vice-Commander; Col. J. A. 
Sexton, Past Department Commander; E. A. 
Blodgett, Past Department Commander; 
James E. Morrow, Chief of Staff; Freman 
Conner, Acting Assistant Adjutant-General; 
Everett H. Rexford, Chief Bugler; Capts. H. 
S. Cribben, Henry Gage, Barnum, 
Isaac Jackson, James A. Hoover, and P. 8. 
Rogers and Adjt.-Gen. Spink. Mrs. Flo 
Jamison Miller will form one of the party 
and many of the veterans will be accompa- 
nied by their wives. 

Veterans from the West will leave Chicago 
today over nearly every road that touches 
Pittsburg. The Iowa delegates get here by 
an early train, will breakfast at Gore’s Hotel, 
and will leave in the evening over the Nickel 
Plate. The Lake Shore will transport many 
Western veterans to Pittsburg, but they wiil 
make the Eastern connection at La Porte, 
Ind., instead of at Chicago, 

Detachment’ Pass Through Today. 

There will be four cars filled with old 
soldiers attached to the Chicago Great 
Western train, which reaches the city at 9:20 
a. m. today. 5 

The Northwestern traips due early this 
morning will have large contingents of Pitts- 
burg bound people on board. There will be 
more and perhaps larger delegations to pass 
through tomorrow. 

The Wisconsin delegation, which will pass 
through probably today, will have asa mem- 
ber Gen. Lucien Fairchild. Gen. Philip Sid- 
ney Post of Galesburg and Gen. James 8. 
Martin of Salem will be among the Illinois 
delegation. Washington and Alaska are to 
be represented by twenty delegates. There is 
a thriving postin Sitka.

During the session of the Riksdag, 1862- 
1863, it was decided to build the just-com- 
pleted trunk line through the province of 
Norrland. Its first section, from Stockholm 
to Upsala, ‘was thrown open to the public 
in 1866. In 1875 it had been finished to 
C in 1881 one of the chief points, 
Ange, had been reached. In 1886 it had 
bee. pushed as far as Solleftea, where one of 
the most magnificent waterways in 88 
the Angermanna River, was reached. This 
place came near being the terminus of the 
road. Grave doubts were expressed as to the 
advisability of continuing the building of the 
railroad from tizis point. The country in this 
region was mostly a vast virgin forest, cut 
here and there by sparsely inhabited stretches 
of land. It was argued that the road would 
not pay running expenses through such a 
wilderness, there being no source of revenue 
in sight for its maintenance. On 
the other hand there were many who firmly 
believed in the advisability ot the project and 
they urged it with ardor. 
argued that immeasurabie wealth lay in the 
depths of these mighty forests: that the de- 
velopment of the vast treasures of mineral- 
bearing rock and timber land must in a short 
time more than pay tor this enterprise. «nese 
wide-awake and sagacious men captured the 
popular heart and the Riksdag sanctioned the 
extension of the trunk line to its ‘present 
terminus.

Among the other notables on this memorable 
train was the Minister of War, Axel Rappe, a 
man who stands in the foremost rank of 
Swedish patriots and who has used all his in- 
fluence to have this road brought to comple- 
tion. It was through his efforts that great 
sums were subscribed to the project as he 
pointed out the immense strategic value 
this road would have in case of war. 
King Oscar was in the best of humor 
and chatted freely with everybody around 
him. Director-General Count Cronstedt came 
in for a large share of compliment on account 
of his splendid services in the construction of 
the road. The Kingin honor of the events 
conferred on him an order inscribed IIIis 
quorum meruere labores. Civil Engineers 
Kundstedt, Rosell. and Ahlgren were made 
Knights of the Order of Vasa, and General 
Auditor Sandberg received the same decora- 
tion as the Director-General. 

When the festal train pulled into Boden 
station. where the chiet festivities were held, 
and which point for some time will remain 
the terminus of this trunk line, the scene 
which greeted the distinguished guests was 
indeed both beautiful and animated. Flag. 
staffs flying the great yellow cross of Sweden 
on its blue field greeted the eye every- 
where, and flowers were seen in such 
quantities that they suggested far 
more a semi-tropical clime than a spot near 
the polar circle.

HAZED BY A FELLOW OOUNTRY MAN, 


Unique Experience Enjoyed by Prince 
Azuma of Japan at Annapolis, 

It is not generally known that Azuma, a 
brother of the Emperor of Japan, was a 
cadet at the United States Naval Academy at 
Annapolis,“ said an ex-naval officer yester- 
day. Our government has for many years 
accorded to foreign nations the privilege of 
sending, at their own expense, representative 
youths to this school., and several Japanese 
have grajuated from it, notable among whom 
are Admiral Matzmulla and Capt. Katz, both 
of them most distinguished officers of the 
navy of their country. 

While Prince Azuma was at Annapolis a 
funny incident happened, and it aptly illus- 
trates the readiness with which foreign youth 
assimilate American ideas, even when direct- 
ly antagonistic to the prejudices and tradi- 
tions of their own native land, 

„When Azuma reached the academy—this 
was twenty-two years ago—he was then a lad 
of about 16 and was accompanied by a valet, 
this being the first and only instance in which 
a naval cadet was allowed an attendant, and 
special permission had to be obtained from 
Washington. Matzmulla had preceded him 
by two years and Katz by one year, and both 
were highly esteemed by the officers as weil 
as by their schoolmates. 

** Hazing is a fine art at the naval academy, 
and third- class men are very attentive to new 
comers after evening ‘taps.’ But by common 
consent the Japanese students were looked on 
in the light of guestsand were spared the igno- 
miny of dangling in baskets from the outside 
of windows, roosting in trees, grinding imag- 
inary hand organs, and other disagree- 
able tasks from which no American student 
was exempt. Hence Matzmulia and Katz 
knew of these episodes only as they were told 
them by their less fortunate fellow-classmen.

AT THE TROUT MERE. 


STORIES OF FISH FROM THE DALLES 
OF THE sr. CROIX, 


Buoyant Little Streams There Are Trout 
Inhabited- How the Spawning Is Done 
and How the Eggs Are Cared For and 
Watched While Hatching and After the 
Young Fish Come—Different Breeds aud 
Their Peculiarities=Sculptor Volk and 
His Time of Sport. 


The numerous company of hasty, buoyant 
little streams and gravel-bottomed lakes in 
the close vicinity of the Dalles of the St. 
Croix are spring-fed and most of them trout- 
inhabited.

STORY SPOILED TO SUIT THE LOW 
TASTE OF THE GALLERY. 


“The Deemster” Slashed and Reduced to 
the Level of a Sims and Pettit Melo- 
drama, So That the English Actor Can 
Appear in His Favorite Role of an 
Idealized Kough—Hall Caine in Danger 
‘ef Surfeiting the World with Manz 

Lite and Dialect. 

The best thing—indeed, the one fine thing— 
that Mr. Wilson Barrett did in this country 
was to produce **Ben-My-Chree”’ and thus 
make Americans better acquainted with Mr. 
Hall Caine and his novel of Manx life, The 
Deemster.” The play was a great one, tran- 
scending the class of melodrama in which it 
~ was fanged in its picturesqueness and in its 
strength of bmnan passion. The hero was 
really not the character played by Mr. Bar- 
rett, but that of the Bishop or Deemster. Any 
one who saw the play will be thrilled in mem- 
ory as he remembers the superb climax of the 
curse scene. 

Now there come to hand almost simultane- 
ously Mr. Hall Caine’s latest novel, The 
Manzman (D. Appleton & Co.) and the 
news of the production of Mr. Wilson Bar- 
rett’s dramatization of the story at Leeds, 
Eng. Novel and drama carry the same title, 
and both will make a wide appeal for public 
favor in America. One feels somewhat preju- 
diced against reading the novel by the 
thought thatthe author is trying to repeat 
himself, as if Shakspeare, after the success of 
„Othello,“ should have announced the 
tragedy of “The Prince of Morocco.” 
There is a smack of trickery, too, in 
the appearance of the twins—a bringing 
about by design of that double success which 
in The Deemster was a happy accident. 
Then again, as one opens the new story, one 
finds that it 1s possible to get a surfeit of the 
Isle of -Man—of its gloom, fanaticism, its 
dialects, customs, etc.—all of them etriking 
when they are freshly revealed, but palling on 
the imagination as they become familiar.

OELEBRATE A QUEEN’S BIRTHDAY. 


Hollanders Kejoice Because Little Queen 
Wilhelmina Is 15 Years Old. 
Little Queen Wilhelmina of Holland cele- 
brated her 15th birthday last week. This 
Queen of the Netherlands the daughter of 
the late King William III. and of his second 
wife, Queen Emma, a Princess of Waideck 
and Pyrmont. The mother of Queen Wilhel- 
mina is Queen Regent 8 minority of 
the youthful sovereign. Although there have 
been oaly three Kings of the Netherlands, all 
named William, their ancestors, the Princes 
of Orange, descendants of William of Nassau, 
the illustrious patriot and champion of Dutch 
political and religious liberties in the 
sixteenth century, held the office of Stadt- 
holder without interruption except from 
1651 to 1672 and personally con- 
ducted all the affairs of foreign policy 
and military administration. No royal family 
in Europe has produced men of equal ability 
in government, war, and diplomacy to these 
Princes—the first, William of Orange, who 
was assassinated at Deift in 1584; his sons, 
Maurice, the most eminent soldier of his time, 
who died in 1625, and Frederick Henry, who; 
until his death in 1647, durmg the Thirty 
Years’ War, raised his country to the highest 
pitch of prosperity and power; and lastly. his 
N who became King William 
II. of England, Ireland, and Scotland. These 
were Stadtholders, or Executive Presidents, 
and Captains-General of the Seven United 
Provinces — namely: Holland, Zealand, 
Utreeht, Friesland, Groningen, Gelderland, 
and Overyssel. 0 * 1 
Of the Kings, in the nineteenth century, 
William II. was a distinguished soldier, whose 
victory over the French at Quatre Bras fa- 
cilitated that of Wellington at Waterloo. The 
house of Nassau claims as high antiquity as 
any now reigning; but the present young 
Queen is the last of her race who 
herit the crown, unless she marry and have 
children; since the succession has been for- 
mally renounced by Adolf of Nassau, Grand 
Duke of Luxemburg. :

RUN THROUGH BY A SWORDFISH 


A Vessel Strangely Damaged in the Gulf 
of California. 


Seattle Post-Intelligencer: The barkentine 
C. C. Funk, now in port from Santa Rosalia, 
Mexico, had an unusual and exciting experi- 
ence in the Gulf of California May 13 witha 
swordfish. The vessel was going south with 
a cargo of merchandise from San Francisco, 


and was speeding along at a nine-knot rate, 
when it was noticed that the sea was greatly 
disturbed. The water seemed to boil as 
though some big animal was racing through 
it at a tremendous rate ofs The officers 
were unable to account for the strange phe- 
nomenon, and watched the unusual scene in 
amazement. 

Suddenly the. barkeatine received such a 
severe shock that every man on board was 
carried from his feet. For an instant the ves- 
sel was arrested in its progress, stopped still, 
quivered like a wounded animal, and then 
slowly got under way. The officers and crew 
gazed at one another in blank amazement, 
surmising that a submarine volcano had burst 
through the bottom of the sea and that the 
vessel had struck a rock, Capt. Glazier was 
unable to account for the strange adventure 
until he arrived at Santa Rosalia, where the 
vessel was discharged and her hull examined. 
In the hold of the ship, sticking through the 
timbers, protruded the extreme end of a fish’s 
sword. About four inches was broken off 
with a sledge hammer, and is now preserved 
on board asa trophy of the occasion. The 
animal had evidently mistaken the hull of 
the barkentine for a whale, and was bent on 
taking its life. The sword struck the 
barkentine on the starboard side, at a 
point below the water line, beneath the 
fore chainplates, penetrating a five-inch plank 
and one of the ship’s timbers, where it was 
broken, the fish leaving about eighteén inches 
of his weapon sticking in the vessel’s side. 
Some water came through the aperture and it 
was necessary to calk up the hole. 

Capt. Glazier says that it was the most re- 
markable adventure that he ever experienced 
at ses and that the fish must have been of im- 
mensé size to have so greatly disturbed the 
sea and to have struck the vessel with such 
tremendous force as to have driven its sword 
through a comparatively new vessel’s side,

Miss Greene, 
Mrs, Sarah Sears, and Mrs. S. W. Whitman 
come in for words of praise, and the book 
illustrations of Mary Hallock Foote especial- 
ly 80. 

But it was in the women’s clubs of Chicago 
that Mme. Blanc found most congenial sur- 
roundings. She visited the Fortnightly and 
the Woman’s club. The Fortnightly, she 
eays, she found luxuriously installed in rooms 
at the Richelieu Hotel. Women of every age, 
in street toilets, were seated in considerable 
num bers in front of the rostrum occupied by the 
President and two members of the commit- 
tee. Mrs. Amelia Gere Masson, well known 
by her book, Women of the French Salons,“ 
read a paper entitled Types of Women, An- 
cient and Modern, and the others followed 
with a discussion, one after the other, raising 
a correcting errors, or filling iu de- 
tails. 

J admired,“ she continues, the facility 
of speech displayed by all the ladies who suc- 
cessively arose; their clearness of judgment, 
their critical keenness. Assuredly they had 
come to the meeting prepared to reason co- 
herently and to discuss without passion—the 
very thing of all the world which women in 
every country know the least how to do. 
There were few compliments, but every de- 
sire to be agreeabie, though there was not the 
least hesitation to say that which the speakers 
believed to be the truth. It is easy to see how 
such meetings as this have a powerful effect 
on women’s wit, their power of conversation, 
distracting then. from frivolous and purely 
personal subjects; accustoming them to listen 
with attention and to reply with logic. At 
the same time the papers written on the most 
varied subjectse—morals, philosophy, science, 
history—occasionally display genuine literary 
talent. 

After the sitting tea was served, the ladies 
gathering in groups and conversing. One of 
the members of the club who had often vis- 
ited Paris took pains to tell me that* next to 
Chicago,’ she found ‘ our little Paris incom- 
parable.’

There are excellent 
examples of architecture to which Richardson 
has given his name; an architecture com- 
posite and yet original, in which the Roman, 
the Byzantine, and a little of the Gothic are 
happily applied to modern needs, to iadus- 
trial establishments, to great entrepots of 
ecommerce. The wholesale shop of Marshall 
Field, for instance, is a masterpiece; of this 
sort. 

„The new American architecture, which 
has nothing in common with the colonial 
architecture, with its stiff lines, but recalls 
that of Louis XVI. and the Empire, appears 
to me the boldest manipulation of the fine 
arts in America. Itadapts itself very happily 


to the needs of domestic life. It 
flourishes especially in thie form in 
the north of the city. The shaded 
streets leading down to the lake are 


bordered with residences which are charming 
without being pretentious or bizarre. Itisa 
melange of all the styles, which resembles 
ncthing known, a compromise between the 
chateau and the cottage, an ingenious com- 
parison in which the discord approaches often 
to harmony.

of millionaires and piles of offices in 
which you may fall from the fourteenth 
and even from the twentieth story.

superb parks and vast desolate acres; hotels 
with walls of onyx and floors of mosaic, like 
the Auditorium (which also includes a mag- 
nificent theater); oyster houses, wine rooms, 
beer saloons, devoted to all tastes, including 
the most ignoble.

Tux terrible storm that swept over Chicago 
Friday night appears to have done far more 
damage in places a little north and west of-us 
than in this city. Malta, Henrietta, Caledo- 
nia, Elmburst, Rockford, Belvidere, Huntley, 
and Herbert were the scenes of destruction 
caused by the lightning flash, the business 
portion of the first-named town being laid in 
ashes. Several washouts occurred along the 
various lines of railroad, Last week was 
one of intense suffering from heat 
in this vicinity. Probably it was 
the hottest first week in September 
over experienced here. The temperature 
ranged from 70 to 85 degrees, The average 
of 7874 being 91¢ degrees above the normal. 
The heat was all the less endurable as it was 
accompanied by excessive humidity. Theair 
over and around us was near the point of sat- 
Uration the whole week, having 90 per cent of 
Bumidity most of the time as compared with 
& normal 64 per cent. And still we are prom- 
ised southerly winds, which means high tem- 
perature, with more rainfall before the air 
fetties down to conditions that will be com- 
{ortable for man and beast in this region. 


“REDICTIONS WH?CH WERE VERIFIED. 
The Democrats are announcing with much 
jelight that the times are getting better and 
hat some of the men who have been out of 
Fork fora year or so are securing employ- 
pent. There is nothing surprising in that. 
it the Democrats had passed a bill establish- 
Sng absolute free trade and doing away with 
very vestige of protection sooner or later 
he majority of the toilers would have found 
ork again just as soon as they consented to 
ke the wages which their employers were 
Able to pay them. Tue TUN has stated 
jn many occasions that whatever might be 
gone by the Democrats concerning the tariff 
question the factories would reopen when a 
lower wage scale was accepted by the men. 

During the last Presidential campaiga other 
predictions were made by this paper, which it 
is sorry to say have been more than verified. 
Tue Trisune printed fully fifty articles in 
which it stated in detail what would happen 
if the Democrats came into power and made 
an effort to live up to the tariff plank of their 
platform. It said that before employers 
and workers had settled on a lower wage 
scale and resumed work there would be a 
long period of acute distress and of vehement 
industrial war. It said that there would be 
strikes, lockouts, and boycotts; that the work- 
Angmen, assured positively by the Democrats 
that their wages would not be lowered, would 
refuse to grant the employers what they 
asked, and that the latter would close their 
milis, refusing to manufacture at a loss, and 
would wait for the operatives to submit to the 
inevitable, 

All this has happened and more. Tue TRI. 
UNE foresaw much, but it dia not foresee all 
the evil consequences of the injection of free 
trade virus into the veins of industry, This 
Spa per failed to prophesy Coxeyism, Debsism, 
with its effort to paralyze the inter-State com- 
merce of the country, or McBride’s general 
coal strike with its attempt to deprive the 
people of fuei and factories of power. It did 
not foresee the regular soldiers. 

What Tun Trisunge did predict was bad 
enough. But at the time the. Democrats said 
it was a false prophet, trying to excite alarm 
without cause, and to scare the people out of 
voting for Cleveland. The Democrats told 
the workingmen not to pay any attention to 
these jeremiads, and assured them that a 
Democratic victory meant simply cheap for- 
eign goods and the old wages with their pur- 
chasing power decidedly increased. Tue 
Tir is not in the least elated over the 
‘necuracy of its prognostications. It would 
have been glad to be mistaken. It would 
have felt better if the Democrats had been in

Tux TrisuNe predicts that the second in- 
stallment of free trade will be followed by 
the same wretched features as was the first 
one.

LABOR LEADERS AND DEBASED OUR 
RENCY. 

A lot of labor leaders in this city, such as 
Ryan, Linehan, and Pomeroy. with the Chi- 
cago followers of Debs and Howard, and others 
who are pushing theclaims of such men as 
White and Taylor for Congress, are trying to 
induce the workingmen of this city and coun- 
ty to leave the two old parties and vote the 
Populist ticket next November, They are 
making an effort to mass the labor vote for 
the Populisc candidates in the hope that by 
this means they may beelected over the heads 
of Republicans or Democrats. 

When these men go round to the labor meet- 
ings and ask for votes for the Populist ticket 
they should explain as clearly as possible to 

the workers how and in what way it would be 
to their advantage if the Populist program 
were carried out. For instance, how would it 
benefit them to have all the gold denational- 
ized and the 500 million dollars of it new in 
‘the country driven out? How would it bene. 
fit the wage toilers to have the stock of money 
in the United States lessened by this amount 
and the remaining 1,100. millions of silver 
and paper reduced one-half in buythg power? 


| The effective buying and working power of 


the money being thus cut down to about one- 
third of what it is at present, what possibility 
could there be of benefit to the wage-earners 
dy the change? 

Recently published statistics show that 
the deposits in the national and State banks 
n this city aggregate about 147 million dol- 

ars. Some of that belongs to toilers, and 
some to people whom they call capitalists, 
but without any distinction as to this the 
amount named forms the bulk of the floating 
capital by means of which the industriak op- 
erations of the city and vicinity are carried 
on. The money is drawn on for the purpose 
of paying wages, moving goods, either as raw 
material or as finished product, and meeting 
‘the other expenditures neceésary to be made 
when men are kept at work. This money all 
the time is going out from the banks, and go- 
ing back to them, borrowed, paid back, and 
reborrowed, and used by enterpr'sing men in 
scores of different ways, but all of them ne- 


with money in the shape of wages. 
Now, let the labor leaders éxplain what 


cessitating more or less labor, to be paid for 


good would be done to the toilers by taking 
this 147 millions of working capital which is 
used for doing the business of the city and is 
the instrument of prosperity both to the wage- 
earners and to their employers, and cutting it 
in two, throwing away one-balf and retaining 
the rest. Itis fair to presume they know 
that with free coinage at 16 tol the 147 
millions of deposits would be paid or credited 
as 147 millions of new basis dollars, each 
having but about half the buymg power of 
the dollar under present conditions. If they 
do not know it, or never have stopped to 
think about it, they ought to take a little 
time to post themselves as to the facts 
before orating further to the. wage- work- 
ers, asking them to vote for free coin- 
age at the ratio of 16 to 1.“ The 147 
millions would become less than 75 millions, 
as measured in present buying power, and the 
employer would be be able to buy but half as 
much raw material with a named number of 
dollars as he can buy now. Except for the 
wages, which would not go up in the same 
proportion, the employing classes could com- 
mand but half the present amount of effective 
capital, that which enables them to buy mate- 
rial, which is the product of labor in the past, 
and pay the wages of labor in the present 
to put that material into more desirable 
forms for consumption. How much would 
the toilers be benefited by that kind of a 
change? Anda pretty arrangement it must 
be which would take 50 cents out of every 
dollar invested in building and loan associa- 
tions by workers in order that the few who 
had borrowed the money might retain all the 
property by paying just half of what they 
owed. 

If the labor leaders have any arguments to 
prove to the wage earners that this would be a 
desirable state of things for the said wage 
earners, let the leaders produce them, and not 
simply ventilate their knowledge in secret 
meetings, but give them out for the benefit of 
the whole public. If they cannot show how it 
would advantage the working man and woman 
to have abstracted from them 50 cents on 
every dollar of savings from past labor and of 
wages for future labor, they should acknow!l- 
edge the fact and let wiser counsels prevai'. 
If these leaders would give a few hours’ time 
to a real study of the money question a ma- 
jority of their number would advise their 
hearers to vote for an honest 100-cent dollar, 
not for a fraudulent half-worth dol'ar. The 
fact that they will not give the subject the lit- 
tle consideration necessary to a moderate un- 
derstanding of it makes their pernicious in- 
fluence al] the more blameworthy and deplor- 
able. N 


THE COMTE DE PARIS. 

The last real pretender to the throne of 
France has passed away in the person of 
Louis Philippe Albert d’Orleans, Comte de 
Paris, grandson of King Louis Philippe, 
who died Friday last in exile in England. 
The line of his pretension began in 1883. 
Ten years before that period he had recog- 
nized the Comte de Chambord as the Legiti- 
mist leader. When the latter died in 1883 
the Comte de Paris assumed the empty pre- 
rogative of standing as the representative of 
the Bourbon family in ite demands upon the 
French throne. Now that he himself has 
passed away the leadership passes to the in- 
significant Prince of Orleans, and in his im- 
potent bands it will speedily expire. 

The Comte de Paris was more interesting 
as a man than asa Count ora pretender. It 
cannot be doubted that he loved France and 
was proud of beinga citizen. He was never 
aggressive in his royal pretensions, small 
sympathy as he had with republicanism, On 
the other hand, he was conservative. 
In one of his last letters he expressed his 
belief that France never would have a 
strong government under the Republican 
régime, but still he urged the Royalists, 
‘* while reserving the question of principle 
not to allow themselves to be accused of 
systematic obstruction.”” The American peo- 
ple have had a peculiar interest in the Comte 
de Paris from the fact that he came to this 
country during the civil war in company 
with his brother, the Duc de Chartres, and the 
Prince de Joinville, and that the two former 
were attached to the staff of Gen. McClellan. 
It cannot be said that the services of the 
Comte de Paris were of any special benefit 
to the Army of the Potomac or to the coun- 
try. Perhaps that was not expected or in- 
tended. Hecame more for a tour of ob- 
servation than of action, but he ingratiated 
himself with the army, and that he was not a 
mere lounger in camp was shown when his 


excellent history of the civil war appeared. 


Had he devoted himself to literature indeed 
he might have made a name for him- 
self, for he had a clear, smooth style, 
was an excellent observer and close student 
of history as well as of passing events, as is 
shown by his works on Trades Unions in 
Eugland.“ New Germany,“ and The Spirit 
of Conquest. There can be no question that 
in contradistinction to most of the royal pre- 
tenders as well as to most of the royal reali- 
ties he was a man of superior intelligence and 
cultivation and of high personal character—a 
good citizen and a good Prince, who was de- 
barred from reaching the highest standards of 
success within his powers of accomplishment 
by the fact that he was striving to maintain a 
hopeless political cause and that his efforts 
were devoted to a pretension which “a man of 
his judgment and sense must have known 
never would be realized. 


PROF. HELMHOLTZ DEAD. 

A cablegram from Berlin reports the death 
of Hermann Ludwig Ferdinand Helmholtz, 
as the sequel to a paralytic stroke which pros- 
trated him some time ago. He died at the 
ripe age of 73. Prof. Helmholtz was one of 
the most distinguished men of the century, 
attaining the highest rank asa specialist in 
physics and in the mathe natical relations of 
physiology, particularly physiological optics, 
in recognition of which the German Emperor 
igsued a decree in 1883 elevating him to the 
status of nobility.“ His published works were 
numerous, and the Royal Society catalogue 
credits him with the authorship of no less 
than a hundred and twenty-two scientific 
papers, all of the highest order of merit. 

Helmholtz was the son of a teacher in the 
Potsdam gymnasium. He received his early 
education in that town, and returned there as 
a military surgeon after having studied medi- 
cine in the Military Institute of Berlin. He 
was called to Berlin as professor of anato- 
my, then took the chair of physiology at 
Konigsberg, was transferred to that of Bonn 
in 1855, and three years later to the chair of 
physiology at Heidelberg. In 1871 he was 
chosen professor of physics at Berlin, soon 
after having been clected correspondent of 
the Academy of Sciences (physical section). 
Two years later he was awarded the Copley 
medal of the British Royal Society in recog- 
nition of his eminent services in the field of 
scientific research. 

The works of Helmholtz chiefly are directed 
to explanations of the physiological condi- 
tions of the impressions of the senses, and to 
him is due the invention of fan instrument to 
be used in studying the retina in the living 
eye. The most important of his publications 
are “The Conservation of Force (1847);

logical Operations (1856-66); Popular 
Scientific Lectures (1865.70); and Sen- 
sations of Tone as a Physiological Basis for 
the Study of Music,“ an English edition of 
which was published in 1875, and attracted 
almost world-wide notice among scientific 
men. 

The private life of the great man was un- 
eventful except in connection with science. 
The principal landmarks in it are the discov- 
eries which he chronicled one after another, 
and the receipt of numerous public distinc- 
tions conferred in acknowledgment of their 
importance. He lived for the purpose of 
‘finding out the nature ot things, and suc. 
ceeded almost beyond compare. One of the 
most striking of the results of his long-con- 
tinued researches is the establishment of the 
general conclusion that there are a series of 
sound colors which may be arranged accord- 
ing to the definite laws that determine the ar- 
rangement of the solar spectrum. This of 
itself should suffice to render his memory one 
of the most enduring in the ever widening 
field of scientific investigation. 


EVIDENCE WHICH ANNOYS THE DEBS- 
ITES, 


A great deal of the time of Debs’ lawyers 
was taken up Friday in objecting to the evi- 
dence produced on behalf of the government. 
They protested that most of it was irrele- 
vant and immaterial,” and could see no rea- 
son for the constant reiteration and narra- 
tion of detestable scenes of mob violence hap- 
pening during this late strike without show- 
ing the responsibility of the defendants for 
them. 

The introduction of this evidence has had 
one good effect at least. It has forced from 
the lawyers who are looking alter the inter- 
ests of Debs and his associates that there were 
‘detestable scenes of mob violence during 
the late strike.“ It has been the claim of 
those defendants and their friends that the 
strike was marked, by no such features, ahd 
that the only violence which did happen was 
due to the interference of Deputy Mar- 
shals and of soldiers. They denounced as 
gross exaggerations the reports in the papers 
about the rioting which prevented the opera- 
tion of the trains, and they said from Debs up 
or down to Altgeld that the only reason the 
roads could not be operated was that their 
managers could not get men. 

It is worth while to give one or two ot these 
scenes of mob violence which Debs’ lawyers 
are so desirous should not be stated to the 
court and the public. A Michigan Central 
engineer swore that— 

The mob at Kensington swarmed over his en- 
gine, holding revolvers at his head, and forced 
him off the engine, threatening his life if he 
didn't get off. “One man covered my head all 
the time witha revolver. Isaid: ‘There is mail 
in that car,’ and the latter said: ‘Don’t you 
stop; it doesn’t make any difference about the 
mail.“ They took mea mile away, to Kensing- 
ton, and kept me shut up two bours. 

A fireman on the same train testified that— 


Somebody gave me a shove anda kick as I got 
off the train. They took hold of my arm and 
said to move right along. that they had a nice 
place for us to stay and intended to keep us there 
till the thing was settled. A mob of 2,000 was 
all around. They took us away to Pullman, up 
into a house on the second floor, and locked the 
door. They said if we wanted supper there was 
plenty to eat; that there were two beds to sleep in. 
We said we would like to go. They consulted in 
an inner room, and after a secret conversation 
wanted us to sign a paper that we would go away 
from Chicago on our train and notcome back. 
We signed nothing. They kept us prisoners 
about three hours. Back at the engine we were 
getting it ready and the mob cameup a second 
time and made us get off and shoved down freight 
ears right before our engine on the track. 

A fireman on the Rock Island road told 
how one striker remarked when the injunc- 
tion of the court was read to him: ‘To — 
with the United States Government; we are 
the government.“ Ex-employés of the road 
blocked the tracks. One of them— 

Plugged the air on one train, threw a switch 
under another, and prevented the clearing of the 
tracks at another time by throwing off a switch 
rope. Some were clubbed into insensibility and 
others pounded beyond recognition. 

Another witness, an engineer, related the 
„peaceful way in which he was induced to 
leave his engine when about starting from 
Milwaukee. 

One man said: What is the matter with you? 
Take your coat and hat and come with us.“ An- 
other man, Sims, said: Lou are no friend of 
mine if you go out on that engine, and you won't 
get back cut of Chicago alive.“ Anotber 
said: What's the matter with you? Get your 
clothes and get off that engine.“ And Sullivan 
said: Como on, Charley; we have all turned 
out; all except you. Come with us, otherwise 
you won't get over Second street crossing before 
you'll regret it. 

It is well that these railroad men should ap- 
pear in court and give their unshaken testi- 
Their statements cannot 
be sneered at as mere newspaper stories. 
The people have a chance to know the promi- 
nent features of that ‘‘sympathetic strike 
which was engineered by Debs. It is no won- 
der that the lawyers for the defense object to 
the appearance of these facts in an official 
form, for they have to admit their truth. 

Judge Woods is not trying this case with a 
jury. He alone has to listen to the evidence 
and pass on it. When the case is finished he 
has intelligence enough to know what is irrel- 
evant and immaterial and will disregard it 
when he makes up his mind as to the punish- 
ment he will inflict. if he decides to inflict 
any. Therefore as far as Debs is concerned 
bis lawyers need not distress themselves. No 
irrelevant testimony which is introduced will 
hurt him. But if it turns out that all this tes- 
timony is relevant then Mr. Debs cannot ex- 
pect to get off scot free. Let all the facts be 
brought out. The more Debs’ lawyers object 
to the truthful narration of these scenes of 
detestable mob violence the stronger will 
the conviction of the public be that the de-

2 
The doctor told what in his opinion s the 
best way to enjoy life, supposing it to by pro- 
longed. He did not claim that wealth, ame, 
or any other form of success, as vulgar 4 un- 
derstood, is essential. His secret of kappi- 
ness appears to be couched’ in thß ex- 
pression, good will.“ He says nq, per- 
son is well and happy who is pained 
at the sight of useful pot in 
others, or who would rather dwell on the fail- 
ures than rejoice in the progressive careers of 
other men. “Communion with man and 
nature lifts the mind above the jealous 
maunderings of the wayward, contributing 
new hope and new impulse to those who feel 
that they are making the most of life.” This 
agrees with the Buddhist maxim, “ never to 
despise and never to envy,” and is first-class 
philosophy whether of Oriental or more Ocei- 
dental origin.

But 
supposing this is only a fancy. Still the fact 
remains that the sunny tempered man or 
woman is the one who most enjoys life while 
it lasts. No amount of philosophy can rail the 
seal from off that bond, and the facts hould be 
a sufficient inducement to us to cultivate the 
graces of a glad heart and a good disposition, 
even though we might not suppose that to 
conduce to a long life, or should not desire 
life to be prolonged beyond what now gener- 
ally is regarded as the normal period. The

„n contented mind is a continual feast.“

The Populist 
repudiation doctrine evidently is in favor 
with many dishonest men, but surely they do 
notform a majority of the voters of the 
United States, and the honest majority will 
not allow them to prevail.

BUSINESS LOCATIONS IN DEMAND.

There is an unlooked-for demand for choice 
business locations considering the recent hard 
times. Rents in general for this class of 
property remain about the same as last year. 
Mr. Rounds of Rounds & Clough says there 
has been a slight decrease in rents of whole- 
sale buildings owing to the vacancies created 
by recent failures and the fact that in order 
to reduce expenses a great many large firms 
have putin the market parts of stores and 
buildings, thus creating a surplus of available 
property which is slightly in excess of the 
present demand. 2 
There is not the usual demand for stores 
this year from Eastern concerns wisamg to 
locate here, and the dull times are at present 
keeping a great many new firms from start- 
ing in business. But applications are on the 
increase daily and the down-town renting sea- 
son has barely commenced. In speaking of 
the different seasons for down-town renting 
Mr. Rounds said that in the wholesale districts 
75 per cent of leases were made to begin and 
expire Jan. 1, and of retail property the leases 
date from May 1 in same proportion, This 
condition of affairs results from choice and 
convenience to different businesses of the 


merchants.

AOTIVE FUTURES ALL OLOSED HIGH- 
ER THAN FRIDAY. 


Grain Markets Oversold the Previous Day 
Advance in October Sets the Pace in 
Corn=—Evidence of Damage to Wheat 
in Europe—Increase of 1,250,000 in the 
Visible Leoked For Monday~Reports 
of Russian Barley Imports Denied= 
Street and Other Markets. 


There was but little bull news on wheat of a 
definite character, but the feeling was rather 
more favorable to the grain, and the market, 
though narrow, was quite firm. Brosseau 
covered a fair-sized line early, but the market 
was in the main in the hands of scalpers. As 
usual wheat sympathized with fluctuations in 
the coarse grain. The opening, however, was 
as much above the closing price of the day 
before as tie opening in corn was below. 
First trades in December were made at 576, 
the high point was Me above this and the close 
ge under top. The range was narrow at Ne 
to e. Primary points had receipts well up 
to the million bu mark and export clearances 
were fair at the equivalent of 478,700 bu. 
Exports included 63,710 bris of flour. Local 
receipts were 294 cars, with 135,000 bu ol 
No. 2 spring inspected out. Northwestern point 
receipts at 382 cars for Minneapolis and 176 
cars for Duluth were under the receipts for the 
corresponding day of last year. It is estimated 
that Duluth stocks will decrease 500,000 bu last 
week. They increased 429,000 bu the previous 
week. Cables were a little mixed and lacked 
snap. The gossip is that the government will 
reduce the estimates of the spring crop and that 
the report will touch on the extent of wheat 
feeding to live stock. The condition of the Eu- 
ropean crop is attracting some attention, and 
yesterday's cables indicated that the reports of 
damage to quality of grain by the wet harvest 
have not been overdrawn. arvest conditions 


have been unfavorabie in the extreme, both on 
the continent and in the United Kingdom. The 


rainfall has mn phenomenal, and 0 
wheat harvested is too damp to go to 
the mills. The average price per quarter 


on English farmers’ deliveries has fallen from 
24s Id per quarter to 2ls 7d in two weeks, Ina 
week it declined Is per quarter or 3c abu. The 
decline of two weeks is figured as equivalent to 
7e abu. In this time the market for foreign 
wheat in Liverpool has been steady and the drop 
is taken as proof of the inferior quality of En- 
glish grain. The condition of foreign wheat will 
necessitate the feeding of a considerable portion 
of it tostock and the importation of foreign 
rain to replace it. There was not much specu- 
ation as to the visible for this week, but esti- 
mates generally accepted, ranged in the neigh- 
borhood of the 1,250,000 bu mark. 


Demand for Near-By Corn Futures. 


On the opening in corn there was a disposition 
on the part of the crowd to sell, but offerings 
were taken on outside orders and there was an 
advance from, first prices under the previous 
close. Evidently the market was oversold on 
Friday, and it had an undertone of strength all 
day. The near-by futures suffered most under 
Friday’s selling, and they recovered under the 
demand which developed yesterday. 

he government report on corn has probably 
been liberally discounted, but the reports which 
come in from all quarters indicate a serious 
shortage. The report of imports of Russian bar- 
ley for feed went below par, even among the 
bears who sold out Friday expecting to cover at 
lower figures yesterday. ocal receipts were 
307 cars, with out-inspection of 347,000 bu. 
Primary points had 281,000 bu. 

Provisions opened steady without special feat- 
ures in the market. It is said that one of the En- 
giish packing concerns is heavily short of Octo- 
ber and January lard to their foreign customers, 
and they are cover the October on account of 
the poor quality of hogs now arriving. Hog re- 
ceipts wers light at 9,000 and prices were 5c 
better on good lots. According to one prominent 
operator there is a loss of about $1.50 per hog on 
the cutting at present prices of live animals and 
products. Receipts for this week are placed at 
100,000 hogs and for Monday 25,000. January 
options all closed above the opening and the 
previous close at $14.05 for pork, €8.22% for 
lard, and $7.20 for ribs. 

Oats opened steady to a shade higher, showing 
some independent strength on a light run of cars 
at 178, which were 832 cars less than the esti- 
mate. Business, however, was not at all rushing. 
Less stuff was for sale than Friday. When 
wheat and corn moved upward oats received a 
further impetus and prices advanced %@Xc. the 
near futures appearing strongest. Toward the 
close offerings were a trifle more free and there 
was a temporary reaction of 4@\c, but at the end 
prices were again at about the top notch for the 
day and the feeling firrn. The estimate fur Mon- 
day was 200 cars. September sold at 20%@ 
30%c, ending at 30\%c, an advance of %c. Octo- 
ber closed at Slc, or %c up. after ranging at 
3056 31e. May sold at 3544@35 Xc, closing at 
the outside figure, or * higher. 


Good Demand for Rye Developed. 


A good demand for rye met with little stuff to 
fill it. In fact there was practically not a car of 
cash on the floor. Receipts were only four cars. 
The feeling was firm. No. 2 to go to store was 
salable at 47‘4c, and 48c was bid for good sam- 
ples. Distillers want the latter. Futures were 
in good demand, but few sellers were present. 
October sold at 49%c, or „e above a former 
nominal price. December went at a former fig- 
ure of 510. September was quotably 47ic. 

Some dealers called barley easier, especially 
sample lots, but the majority agreed that the 
market was steady and the quotations on their 
sales showed this to be a fact. The rumor of im- 
portations from Russia had exerted a somewhat 
bearish influence early in the day, but the rumor 
was pronounced untrue at New York.

Trade Gossip on Change. N

In many cases these crews are reserved to 
man W. P.Q.” They live in many in- 
stances in the dinkey which is fitted up for 
the purpose. There are berths with a full sup- 
ply of blankets and pillows. The little stove 
in the corner is not only a heater but a min- 
iature range. There are compartments for 
tin pans, cups, spiders, and table furnishings. 
A huge coffee pot has a safe 
hiding place, and built in the car 
is a little freezer which is always iced. 
The tin box in which each one of the crew 
carry their provender is little less in size than 
an ordinary wash boiler. the lid working ona 
hinge like a cash box. There is a place in the 
freezer for the dinner box of each man, and 
at meal time they all open up and set a meal 
fit fora prince. Fresh meats are preserved 
during a round trip and butter and eggs are 
kept in fine order. An arr€ngement of this sort 
is absolutely necessary because there is no 
chance to eat except on fly. 

The dinkey is a desirable point of 
vantage from which to see the country. The 
seats in the cupola are cushioned and ar- 
ranged so that one can half sit and half re- 
cline, taking in the prospect on either side, 
ahead, or in the rear. It is not a rougk ride, 
as one might surmise, Well-ballasted tracks 
and evenly adjusted springs make a trip in 
the fast freight caboose full of pleasure 
as well as interest. From the cupola 
the trainmen are constantly looking for sig - 
nels, keeping an eye peeled' day and night 
for the white,“ which means a clear track. 
Long service has enabled a trainmag to dis- 
tinguish the lights at long distances, and to 
this proficiency much of the fast time of W.

in 1861. An example of it sold some years 
ago for $780 in an auction sale. Some 
of these Confederate stamps are compara. 
tively common and cheap, bringing only a 
dollar or two, while many of them range in 
price from $300 to $400. In fact, so rare 
are some of these labels that no price is given 
them in most catalogues. The stamps of the 
general issue are not near so valuable, as 
most of them were in use for a long time, 
campared to the life of the Confederate 
locals. The most valuable of these is the 
2Z-cent green of 1862, it being worth $3 in 
canceled condition. At an auction sale held 
in New York some years ago a number of 
Confederate provisionals were a feature.

did not meet with the approval of 
the Confederate Postoffice Department. No 
effort was made toward issuing a general 
government issue until September, 1861, 
when the contract for furnishing postage 
stamps was awarded to Noyer & Ludwig, 
lithographers, of Richmond, Va, The first 
issue was printed during the fall and winter 
of 1861 and the spring of 1862. The set 
comprised five stamps of the following de- 
nominations and colors: Two cents, green; 
five cents, green; five cents, blue; ten cents, 
blue: and ten cents, red. 

On the two-cent stamp appeared a fair like. 
ness of Andrew Jackson. The head of Jeffer- 
son Davis was engraved on the two five-cent 
stamps, the designs being made from a fine 
photograph furnished by Mr. Davis. The ten- 
cent stamps bore the head of James Madison. 

Early in 1862 the government dispatched 
an agent to England to form a contract 
with De La Rue & Co. for the manufacture 
of one and five cent stamps. The stamps 
were electrotyped, and the sheets contained 


100 impressions each, The piates and a large 


quantity of stamps wére shipped on board a 
steamer bound for Wilmington, N.C. The

steamer was captured and the stamps confis- 
cated by the United States Government. A 
second attempt was more successful, and du- 
plicate plates, with some 400,000 sheets of 
stainps, were safely shipped to Richmond and 
did duty with thoge lithographed by Noyer & 
Ludwig. 

The portrait of Calhoun on the one cent 
being impérfect, this stamp was never used 
by the department, and the rate of postage 
being changed before their arrival from Eu- 
gland there was no need of a further issue of 
this value. The lithographed stamps of 
Noyer & Ludwig not meeting the require- 
ments of the government. a new contract was 


granted to Archer & Daly, engravers, of 


Richmond, Va., in 1868. The dies of the 
stamps of the 1861 issue were subsequently 


ordered destroyed by the President, Jefferson

The new series were of finer design than the 


original issue, and compare favorably with 


the well-executed specimens of the postage 


stamp of today. The 1863 issue consisted 
of the following: One cent, orange; two 
cents, red, five cents, blue; 10 cents, blue; 
20 cents. green. 


The head of Calhoun appears upon the 
l-cent stamp and is a fair likeness. Jackson's 


face is on the 2-cent stamp, while a portrait 
of Jefferson Davis, similar to that on the 


1861 issue, covers the face of the 5 and 10 


cent stamps. The head of Washington is on 
the 20-cent stamp. The 20-cent stamp was 
prepared by M. Halpin, an English engraver 
residing in Richmond. 


The supply of the small five-cent stamps 


engraved by De La Rue becoming exhausted 
the plates were delivered to Archer & Daly, 
who struck off a new supply. The stamps 
printed in Londen were finely executed, but 
those printed in Richmond were badly 
smudged and printed in a much darker shade 
of blue. Archer & Daly failing to comply 
with the terms of their contract a new one 
was gone into with Keating & Ball of Colum-

The large court has been partitioned into 
three, and in the first is a tapestry of the 
Resurrection, enriched with gold thread, 


Flemish, about 1530, lent hy David Currie, 


sg. Next comes a most lovely piece of deli- 

cate Flemish tapestry, the Adoration. The 
Virgin’s cloak has been inwrought with gold 
and silver, now tarnished with age; the date 
is 1510. The faces are full of expression, 
and the robes and mantles are beautiful 
still. It is more like a paint- 
ing than a woven fabric. Some quaint old 
English embroidery with appliqué figures on 
crimson velvet, as if for an altar-facing, is 
hung near, representing the Crucifixion, and 
the donor (Ralph, fourth Earl of Westmore- 
land) with his seven sons on the left, and his 
wife on the right with theig thirteen daugh- 
ters. This belongs to the sixteenth century 
and is extremely curious. An enormous 
piece of tapestry with life-size figures rep- 
resents the triumph of Fame over Death. In 
the center is the figure of Fame, clothed in 
red, with wings, standing on the broad top of 
the back of the car of Death (here cailed 
Atropos), which is drawn by four gray ele- 
phants rather small and ill-shapen. Across 
the center of the picture and also in the back- 
ground, troops of famous men and women 
walk in the same direction as the car. To 
the left, in the foreground, Clotho, Lachesis, 
and Atrovos (the three Fates) are falling dead 
at the blast of a trumpet blown by a winged 
figure attendant on Fame. It is a masterly 
composition of the kind. 

In the second partition there is a large 
tapestry representing Pity, as a young 
woman, restraining the hand of Justice (an 
elderly woman) from striking Sinful Man, 
who is a youth falling terrified at the sight of 
her sword. Some women behind are in 
splendid red robes, and the prophet Jeremiah 
sits apart on the left. The whole are in the 
costume of the fifteenth century. It is from 
Brussels, and is part of a series from the 
school of Vander Weyde, representing the 
seven deadly sins. It is conventional but 
spirited in design. The huge Siege of Troy, 
from the chateau of Chevalier Bayard, near 
Grenoble, is one of the usual Flemish designs 
of the fifteenth century ia which actions from 
different parts of one poem are represented as 
taking place at the same time, and is not in- 
teresting. A rather faded but fine tapestry 
shows Esther before Ahasuerus, and its. com- 
panion gives Esther hearing of Haman's plot 
to destroy the Jews. Both are Flemish, six- 
teenth century; the latter is much the better 
composition, and full of expression. Esther 
stands in the middle, claspitig her hands and 
looking up, while the messenger kneels at her 
feet. 

In the third room a woman kneeling at the 
feet of a King in supplication is a good piece 
of tapestry, the woman’s expression impas- 
sioned as in a painting. Some Arcadian 
scenes of sheep and shepherds are followed 
by a valuable, but not beautiful, carpet of 
historical interest, chiefly as it was worked 
by the nuns of Hennmgen, in Hanover, in 
1516. and then additions were made in 1721 
to fit it for the use of the English rayal fam- 
ily. It is well preserved, and represents 
allegorical figures—Knowledge. Pity, and 60 
on—in a wheel pattern with the Virgin in the 
center. A fine piece of tapestry succeeds with 
the Three Fates standing on the prostrate 
figure of a woman. They are full of dignity, 
and the victim's patience and resignation give 
a strange vividness to the degiga. The back- 
ground is entirely filled with grow flowers 
on a flat blue ground. Small animals are in 
front and birds are above, and a broken 
lily lies by the victim of 

Fates. There is a border of fruits and flowers 
that forms a frame to this weirdly impressive 
picture. Below is a small strip of fifteenth 
ventury tapestry showing the field labors of 
the various months. A large tapestry, the 


first of a series, is on the right; it represents 
Love, which is

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MUST ENTER YALE THROUGH A GATE. 


Campus Will Be Inclosed by an Iron 
Fence - Porter's Lodge Completed. 

New Haven, Conn., Sept. 7.— [Special Cor- 
respondence.}|—Yale students are to be 
brought under an entirely new régime of dis- 
cipline the coming year. Under the new sys- 
tem they are to be fenced in, locked up, and 
admitted and released only when an ever- 
watchful porter sanctions their request, With 
the erection of the new buildings on the Yale 
campus the last year two campuses have been 
formed and the college corporation has 
planned to inclose both by a huge iron fence 
and at night time to guard the en- 
trances at an official gate, termed a 
‘* porter’s lodge. Thus another thorough- 
ly English idza is incorporated into American 
college life. Like the Vanderbilt dormitory, 
the porter’s lodge was taken from Oxford 
buildings, and in the adoption of both Yale is 
the first university in America to introduce a 
peculiar English institution. It is not uni-

versally known that Yale now boasts two 
campuses. The first, or old campus, contains 
the remnant of the old brick row, the college 
chapel, library. and a couple of recitation 
halls; and the second, which will be inclosed 
before its older comrade, includes the new 
White and Berkely dormitories, the divinity 
school, the psychological laboratory. Presi- 
dent Dwight’s residence, and the newly- 
announced scientific school dormitory. The 
new William Walter Phelps dormitory will 
also stand on the new campus and the porter’s 
lodge will stand between it and the White 
dormitory, close to the Elm street sidewalk. 

The lodge will be a two-story building, of 
brick, with sandstone trimmings, to corre- 
spond closely with the material used in the 
construction of the new dormitories. The 
height of the lodge will be 22 feet, the first 
story being 9 and the second 12. An oaken 
staircase will connect the two floors. The 
first floor will be fitted up with seats, speak- 
ing tubes, ana electric call-bells to cumbine 
the idea of a reception-room and headquarters 
for all applications for admission to the Yale 
buildings. Heretofore it has been an easy 
matter for the popcorn venders, sneak thieves, 
and “old clo’es men to go through Yale,” 
and the faculty has suggested a porter’s 
lodge and high fence as the remedy. 

The pian of the faculty is to have the gates 
to the grounds closed at a given hour and 
after that occasion belated students must 
rouse out the janitor. This will, more than 
ever, isolate the college community from the 
remainder of the city,.and the scheme is 
frowned upon strongly by local people. But 
the English idea is destined to prevail, Un- 
der the new régime it will be possible to enter 
the new campus only under the porter’s eye, 
and the “open sesame“ program laid out by 
the faculty to effect an entrance or exit is as 
follows: press the button, and let the por- 
ter do the rest. ; 

In front of the lodge will be a latge iron 
fence 100 yards long and 9 feet high. At the 
lodge there is a colossal pair of gates 15 feet 
in height. The fence, as a whole, is of an 
ornamental Greek design. The lodge is now 
nearing completion and will be ready for oc- 
cupancy by the beginning of the fall term.

The main museum floral arrangement is 
shown in the accompanying cut. The figures 
represent cases and the letters large animal 
and vegetable exhibits. The progression be- 
gins in the northeast corner at the cases 
marked with the figure one and contin- 
ues in numerical order. Mineralogy starts the 
display. First are shown gold and silver and 
platinum unmixed with other minerals. They 
are in their native state. Then come the eul- 
phides, minerals compounded of two or more 
elements, as lead ore, zinc, and iron. The 
chiorides and bromides follow. All varieties 
of saltsare shown. The oxygen compounds 
are next. These are represented by specular 
fron ore, red copper. and the like. The sili- 
cates, minerals of three or more elements, 
are neighbors to the oxygen compounds, 
Hornblende and garnet are the representa- 
tives of this order. The carbons, coal and 
lignite, follow. 


Lithology then has its place. It is the ag- 


gregation of mineral elements in large 
masses, Granite is an example. The 
display begins with igneous or pri- 


mary rocks. Then come the sedimentary 
rocks, such as marble and other lime stones. 
These are followed in order by the metamor- 
phie rocks. 

In the space devoted to economic geology 
all the ores are shown. In the physical geol- 
ogy display there are models and specimens 
showing the formation of the earth. Volcano 
models will be exhibited and the formation of 
fossils will be explained by illustration. 
Ripple marks, rain, and footprints will be 
shawn. 

Uader the head of Paleontology will be 
given a nearly perfect array of fossils. After 
the lowest formation, granite, will be shown 
the formation with granite as the base. The 
lowest form of animal life known to have ex- 
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treat fer the eye and mind has been kept 
from them all these years, because there was 
no suitable setting for the scientific scene 
nor funds to provide one.

The Department of Eth- 
nology completes the program. It has al- 
ready been described, 

In the space directly under the skylight 
there will be a striking display of great 
objects. One is a mammoth. It is the only 
complete skeleton ever found in America, 
and is one of the best specimens in the world. 
It was found in Washington and its value is 
$5,000. A cast of the greut land turtle, an 
elephant’s head with the tusks curving in- 
ward, an elephant, a sawfish, a great shark, 
and a big section of a red fir tree are objects 
that form an impressive group. There will 
be nothmg on the academy’s walls. 

Until cases can be made for the gallery the 
display there will be wholly of casts of creat- 
ures of dead ages. The wide, shelf-like rail- 
ing will be utilized for exhibit purposes. On 
it will be placed reptiles belonging to the 
Liassie period. The fish lizard will appear 
alongside of the plesiosaurus, which is the 
same creature witha longer neck. There will 
be in addition the casts of sixteen fish, each 
about six feet in length. When the 
money is raised for cases for the gallery the 
fossils, minerals, and invertebrates will be put 
up-stairs. This arrangement will provide so

PRIVATE SOLDIERS DID THE WORK. 


Kemarkable Address at a Reunlon of War 
Veterans. 

At the soldiers’ national reunion at Cald- 
well, O., in August, J. T. Piggott of Parkers- 
burg, W. Va., President of the National Pri- 
vate Soldiers’ Association, delivered an ad- 
dress of which the following is a part: 

‘‘As-I stand today, upon the summit of 
more than a quarter of a century, and look 
into your faces, I am overwhelmed with 
thoughts and recollections of the past, as they 
marshal themselves upon the tablet of mem. 
ory, and when | compare those frosted locks 
and care-worn faces with the glistening hair 
and youthful smiles of 1861-'65 and count 
the number of privations and sufferings en- 
dured and the sacrifices made by you, for the 
Union and the flag. I am lost in astonishment 
that you have had so small ashare of the 
glory you won ascribed to you, while 
you have wreathed the brows of your officers 
with laurels. I ask, who stood picket through 
the long hours of the night, with no thought 
to cheer, save the thought of messages, of 

rayer, of loved ones at home? The private. 

ho was first in front of battle 
upon the skirmish line? The private. Who 
charged upon the cannon as it belehed forth 
death? The private. Who mounted the bat- 
tlements of the enemy intrenched? The pri- 
vate. Upon whom did the success of the army 
depend? The private. Who were mowed 
down like grass at Gettysburg and elsewhere? 
The privates. Who has been discriminated 
against in everything since the war? The 
private soldier. The widow of an officer re- 
ceives from $20 per month to $5,000 per year 
pension; the private soldier’s widow gets from 
$8 to $l2a month, And now, comrades, you 
are going soon to join the larger part of the 
army of 1861, and after you have passed 
away the Nation will gather around your 
graves and drop a hypocritical tear upon your 
mounds laud you to the sky, while now 
they see you suffering from wounds and dis- 
ease and pass you by. Your comrades’ wid- 
ows and orphans are crying for bread, and 
their applications for a pittance of pen- 
sion is delayed for months for naught; 
your comrades are branded as frauds, 
their pensions are suspended, others 
are reduced, when God knows they 
never had enough to compersate them for a 
single month’s service. Comrades, this may 
be the last great national reunion’ you and I 
will attend, and as we meet here surrounded 
by hundreds of citizens let us resolve to stand 
together as one man for our interest and the 
flag and shoot with the ballot any man that 
attempts to interfere with either. I would not 
detract one iota from the giory which en- 
shrines the noble character of our brave offi- 
cers, but I would erect a monument whose 
crested top would meet the clouds, and there 
I would write the names of Grant, Sherman 
and Sheridan, and along side of them i 
would write the name of the private soldier, 
not one whit lower or higher, and where the 
lightnings as they play on the bosom of the 
dark cluuds would kiss each name, and to 
which I would direct the gaze of the whole

Fusion or no fusion will not help either the 
Democrats or Populists this fail, as the Re- 
publicans, it is believed, can and will easily 
defeat either or both.

The 
State Board of Equalization, consisting of 
the Governor, Attorney-General, Auditor, and 
one Elector, appointed by the Governor, from 
each judicial district, has just concluded its 
labors.

teen. re were, of course, loud cries of 
fraud, but Lawler got in and not only served 
his term, but was reélected and continued to 
represent the Second until he gave way to the 
present incumbent. 

Col. George R. Davis’ Record. 

Of the seven Representatives the Second 
District has had in * only three sur- 
vive. Messrs. Davis, Finerty, and Lawler. 
Col. Davis is the best known of the trio and 
most prosperous. He bas hada long public 
life, in the army and in politics. Col. 
Davis isa Massachusetts man and only 54 
years old. He enlisted in the Eighth Mus- 
sachusetts Volunteer Infantry and saw a great 
deal of the war, serving with distinction 
under Gens. Sheridan and Custer. It was not 
until 1871 that he laid down his sword and 
turned his hand to business. Both experience 
and temperament inclined him to public af- 
fairs. He was soon enlisted oace more in the 
service of the Kepublican party and in 1878 
took his seat in Congress. He was active at 
Washington for all Chicago affairs, notably 
for the improvement of the harbor. In 1886 
he was elected County Treasurer and he was 
stillin that office When the World’s Fair 
claimed him, tirst as a director and then as 
Director-General. Col. Davis is in his prime, 
and, though he is just now out of politics, is 
by no means beyond the reach of political 
lightning. 

John Finerty walks the streets of Chicago 
daily, by no means the least picturesque figure 
the eity affords. He gave over the idea of free- 
ing Ireland by legislation when Frank Lawler 
beat him for reéiection, but he still pursues 
the same ambition in the columns of iti 
zen, of which Capt Finerty is the editor. He 
is one of the veterans of the newspaper pro- 
fession and still enjoysafame he won many 
years ago as d daring and picturesge war cor- 
respondent. 

Frank Lawler is supposed to ve still on 
earth, though it is several days since he an- 
hounced his willingness to accept an office. 
Considering his years and opportunities he 
has held as many offices as any man living; 
and what he has not held he has aspired to. 
He has, also, as Grover Cleveland can testify, 
a fine gift of pertinacity and is a master hand 
at petitions. Indeed, the famous 60,000- 
name petition must remainin history as Mr. 
Lawler's chef d'uvre—the swan song pre- 
ceding his political death. 

“Billy” Mason Comes In. 


The Old Third,“ which was originally the 
North Side, had its first distinct representa- 
tive in Congress in 1873, when Mr. Farwell . 
took his seat for the second time. Mr. 
Farwell was succeeded in turn by John V. Le 
Moyne, Lorenz Brentano, father of Judge 
Brentano; and Hiram Barber Jr. Then Mr.

Farwell was elected again in 1881. At the 
expiration of that term the city was redis- 
tricted, and the Third District was on the 
West Side. Ihis New Third” has been 
represented successively by George R. Davis, 
James H. Ward, Billy Mason, and the in- 
cumbent — Apollo C. Durborow. Of the 
*‘ex’s,”’ Messrs. Barber, Farwell, Davis.’ 
Ward, and Mason survive. Mr. Barber 18 
practicing law in Chicago. Mr. Ward re- 
lapsed promptly into obscurity at the end of 
his single term. He was only 32 years old 
when he was elected, having been born in Chi- 
mr in 1853. His father and family were 
vid settlers. The young man “ declined” a 
renomination in 1886 and has since been 
rd of no more. When the Republic. 
ans of the Third got together again after 
their family ouarrei in 1884, they eed 
pretty unanimously on William Ernest Mason 
fur their candidate, and he went in without 
a serious opposition. Mr. Mason made a 
livély and useful Representative, and his two 
terms of office were relieved by frequent ex- 
cursions to remote corners of the country, 
where he did yeoman’s service on the stump 
in the Harrison Presidential and various Con- 
gressional campaigns. After a season of rest 
from political labors of a personal quality 
Mr. Mason was lately discovered at Spring- 
field in the character of a candidate for 
United States Senator when no election for 
that office was 2 The fact was interest- 
ing as showing that Billy“ has lost none of 
his activity and abated nothing of his faith in 
the politica: capabilities of W. E. Mason. 
The“ New Fourth” District, which is now 
the Fifth, had as its first Representative 
George E. Adams, the only ex from that 
district, living or dead. Mr. Adams is not 
actively in politics now, but he has consola- 
tion, 1f consolation be needed, in an abundant 
fortune and a beautiful home on Beldeu ave- 
nue,

Moderna Is Her Appropriate Name and 
Modern Are Her Ways, Her Sentiments, 
and Adventures=Synopsis of the Scenes 
Through Which She Passes=Like «4 
Shadow of Her American Cousin, Dalay 


Mnler-tne Book an Antidote te the 
Writings of Sarah Grand and Others. 


After the New Woman comes the New Girl 
in literature. She has arrived. She will be 
more of a surprise to Americans than the yel- 
low-asterish woman because it is difficult to 
understand the conditions of which she is a 
growth. The New Woman is easy to mene 
stand ata time when Keynotes and 
Heavenly Twins are in the hands of every 
woman who has passed the Rubicon of matri- 
mony and of many who bave not: But how 
has the New Girl developed herself in En- 
glish society? To hear of her existence is al- 
most as surprising as would be the news of a 
Female Suffragist movement in Stam- 
boul. But here she is, and the En- 
giish writers are already trying to 
defime and classify her, Mrs. Lynn Linton, 
who writes for the magazines, has derisively 
dubbed her The Latchkey Girl’’—an epithet 
to which one objects on grounds of gallantry. 
Besides it is absolutely an exaggeration. 
What, then, is the New Girl?“ the impatient 
American may ask. She is slangy in her own 
way; she isa rebel to conventionality in its 
many forms; she is| the shadow of a type 
of American girl which Americans formerly 
disowned, but will probably now recognize 
when it has been paid the compliment of En- 
glish imitution. If yoy wish to become ac- 
quainted with the New Girl you will find her 
in The Maiden’s Progress.“ by Violet 
Hunt, which has just been republished 
by Harper & Bros. from the English edition. 
Piays are hard to read; but the reader 
should not be frightened by this one, which, 
the title-page declares, is a novel in dia- 
logue. It is divided into chapters, not into 
acts, and the beauty of the form is that all 
tedious descriptions are cut off, and the au- 
thor does not obtrude herself while one 
listens to the personages. 

The scene opens in a bedroom in London. 
Mis, Maskelyne (afterwards known as Mod- 
erna) is lying on the bed in a white peignoir. 
She is only 18 and is to “come out at 
night, and has been put to bed so that she 
will be fresh for the ordeul of her first, ball. 
There enter on tiptoe her sisters Verona and 
Peggy, aged 17 and 15 respectively. Peggy 
is what stage people would call the rough 
soubrette’’ of the trio, and the reader gets 
well acquainted with her later in the action. 


After the Rout Is Over. 


The next scene is at 3 o’clock in the morn- 
ing, when Moderna enters her room and is un- 
laced by her maid. She is not a bit tired. 
She could go to another bali straight off. The 
reader learna this from her soliloquizing. 
The door of the wardrobe opens and Verona 
comes out in her nightgown, while Peggy 
creeps from .under the bed. as it nice? 
Who did you dance with? Are you engaged? 
Did you get many compliments? are a few 
ef the questions with which the débutante is 
pelted. Moderna snubs her young sisters and 
sends them to bed. For the,first time she no- 
tices the funny blue shade on the curtain. It 
is the dawn, Then she writes in 
her diary. From the entry one 
learns several trivial things about her 
first bail, among them that Edward (who was 
brought up with her) rather pestered her with 
his attentions; that Cissy Riddell looked ‘a 
perfect infant in her national Liberty frock, 
which was a cunsolation; and that Mrs. Mor- 
timer was kind. Mrs. Mortimer, it seems, 
said, Who did your hair, child?“ and gave it 
three pats that quite altered it. She's only 
27 and her husband’s an M. P. She snubs 
Billy as I snub Edward.“ 

From a later entry one learns that Moder- 
na has just returned from the theater. We 
saw Calder Marston as Ingomar.

Essential Part of Coast Defeuses—Its 
Utility Aboard Ship=-Method of Apply- 
ing 
ProjectileseHow the Idea Came Inte 
Execution@Is War Near an End? 


New York Sun: The great guns that threw 
into the air an acre of the Atlantic Ocean last 
week are perhaps helping another cause than 
that of war, and doing their involuntary share 
in moving the world along toward that state 
of friendly quiet in which the Peace Con- 
gresses believe we should dwell. The knowl- 
edge of the power for dreadful destructive- 
ness that each new improvement gives causes 
even K to hesitate while the name of war 
grows more hateful to the people, Improve- 
ments in explosives and in small and big 
arms have done this much for the peace of the 
world, and now a, quarter of a ton of dyna- 
mite thrown a mile and a half out to sea, and 
placed with an accuracy that has varied only 
slightly throughout the tests, has come to aid 
in the work of abolishing war. 

The owners and promoters of the new 
guns maintain that one of the projectiles is 
capable of destroying three men-of-war. 
Seven years ago an experiment in 
the lower bay gave a measured in- 
dication of the destructiveness of 
one of these projectiles when it was discharged 
ata vessel, An old wooden schooner which 
had been used in the coast survey was an- 
chored about 1,864 yards from Fort Lafay- 
ette. An eight-inch pnetmatic gun was 
mounted and loaded with a projectile con- 
taining , fifty-five pounds of nitro-gelatine, 
which is somewhat more than one-tenth of the 
strength of the projectiles used in the tests 
last week. The gun, moreover, had not been 
brought to its present state of completion, al- 
though these experiments attracted public at- 
tention to the use of dynamite. 

The schooner was 90 feet long and was an- 
chored bows on. The first shot from the gun 
at Fort Lafayette fell short, and the second 
exploded about ten yards from the vessel, 
broke off the mainmast, and biew ap a part 
of the deck. The third projectile exploded 
under the schooner and lifted it out of the 
water. It seemed to rise slowly into the air 
and then broke into two parts directly amid- 
ships. Two more projectiles completed its 
demolition and left only a mass of floating 
wreckage. This was the result of the experi- 
ments made when the gun was incomplete, 
and the explosive in the projectile only a 
stnall proportion, of the amount used now. 
But it indicated something of what might be 
expected when one of these projectiles and a 
vessel should come into close quarters. 


How the Idea Originated. 


The idea of using compressed air as a sub- 
stitute for powder is said to have originated 
with a Toledo mechanic named Meffort, who 
had made a study of explosives. The pneu- 
matic gun of today is said to have developed 
from an idea suggested to Meffort by ar- 
rangement of a piece of gaspipe and a rough- 
ly made dynamite torpedo. He succeeded in 
throwing his projectile by means of an im- 
prov mortar, but could not make it ex- 
plode more than once or twice in a haif 
dozen efforts. This was due to the fact that 
his fuses were not adequate. Since that time 
Meffort’s idea has been improved upon from 
tine to time until the present gun was de- 
vised, and members of the company say that 
the latest tests have suggested possibie im- 
provements in the details of the gun. 

The gun and carriage weigh in the ag 
gregate fifty-two tons, but the gun can be 
moved by the turn of a wheel ur aimed in 
any direction. A telescope stands by the gun 
and through this the guaner places his aim. 
The gun is moved by eectricity. The com 
pressed air is conveyed from the engine 
rooms by means of pipes to wrought iron 
and steel reservgirs, which are in chambers 
under the gun platform. From these reser- 
voirs the air is conducted by méans of large 
pipes up through the carriage to the tran- 
nions and from the trunnions through a large 
casing surrounding the barrel to the breach. 
Rotary joints are provided in this pipe at the 
pintle and at the trunnions, which allow the 
gun to be moved with freedom without break- 
ing the continuity of the pipes and allowing 
any escape of air. A large valve near the 
breach controls the admission of air into the 
barrel, The —— and, ciosing of this 
valve is automatic completely under the 
control of the gunner, , a 
A feature of the pneumatic system is the 
ability of the gunner to change the range 
without changing the elevation of the gun by 
controlling the amount of compressed air that 
escapes at each discnarge.. When the dis- 
| charging lever is puiled the large valve at the 
breach opens and remains open a sufficient 
time to allow a certain quantity of air to es- 
cape into the barrel; then the valve closes, 
before the projectile leaves the muzzle, cut- 
ting off the escape of the air and retaining in 
the reservoir ali that was not needed iu pro- 
pelling the projectile. The length of time the 
valve remains open is under control of the 
gunner, aud by regulating the amount of air 
| that enters the barrel he regulates the energy 
imparted to the projectile, and so can change 
his range without changing the elevation of 
the gun. . 
The system of keeping the reservoir always 
stocked with compressed air isa simple one. 
At each discharge of the gun the air pressure 
in the reservoir falls according to the adjust- 
ment of the valve. Ifthestandard pressure in 
the reservoir is 1.000 pounds to thd square 
inch one shot may reduce this pressure to 900 
or. 850 pounds, or any pressure not usually 
less than 800 pounds. By drawing ftom a 
storage reservoir beside the engine- rooms, 
which contains air dt a pressure of mpre than 
1,000 pounds to the square inch, the pressure 
in the gun reservoir may be speedily restored.

. Details of the Gun. 


Capt. Rapieff, the designer of the gan tested 
last week, says that the projectiles can easily 
| be thrown upon the deck of a vessel. There 
are two kinds of projectiles used in the gun 
oud, termed a fuli-caliber, fits the bore elose- 
| ly; the other, a subcaliber; is considerably 
smaller than the bore, and is ‘made to fit 
snugly at the ends bya system of circular 
blocks, which are loose aud fall into the 
water a few hundred feet from the mouth of 
the gun after the discharge. All of the pro- 
jectiles have ogival heads and long bodies. 
The gun being a smooth bore, rotation is 
given to the torpedoes as they move through 
the air by means of spiral vanes, something 
on the plan of a ship’s. propeller, which are 
attached to the rear. ‘The full-caliber pro- 
jectile is eleven feet in léngth amd has a ca- 
pacity for 500 pounds ef high explosive, 
The point is made of bronze and the body 
of. steel three-sixteenths of an inch in 
thickness. The explosive charge is divided 
into two parts by a diaphragm across the in- 
terior of the projectile, about at its middle, 
the object being to distribute equally the 
strain caused by the setting back of the charge 
at the instant of discharge, thus causing less 
shock to the explosive. The fuse which caubes 
the explosiou 1s situated in the point of the 
projectile, where it is inserted just before the 
loading. The range of this projectile is 2,600 
yards. 

Two sizes of subcaliber projectiles are used; 
one 10 inches in diameter, which carries a 
charge of 200 pounds of high explosive and 
hasa range of more than 4,000 yards, and 
the other 8 inches in diameter, carrying 100 
pounds of dynamite, and having a range of 
5,200 yards. The fuse used in this projectile 
is somewhat more than 12 inches long and 
31 inches in diameter and weighs 20 pounds. 
To the end of itis attached a brass case con- 
taining a priming charge of 2½ vounds of 
— * cotton. About 37 grains of fulmi- 

e of mercury are used to explode the gun 
cotton. All the more important parts of the 
fuse are in duplicate, in order to insure cer. 
| tainty of action. The hammers are loeked 
until the projectile is well out of the muzzle 
of the gun, when they are automatically un- 
locked. 

The fuses may be set to explode the instant 
the projectile strikes the water, or two or 
three seconds later. The projectile flies 
through the air always in view until it strik 
the water. Tons of water burst into the air 
and then settle down into great stretches of 
white foam. The force of the shots is felt at 
Sandy Hook and one Friday was distinctly
